The Board of Guardians, at its 
meeting last Monday, carried a 
very sensible resolution empowering 
it to depart from the rule whereby 
it is compelled to invest legacies and enabling it to use future bequests 
or the purpose of current necessities. This decision was arrived at asa 
result of the partial failure of the last annual appeal. The deficit of the 
Board, which has been steadily rising, amounts now to £12,000. The ex- 
penditure last year exceeded the revenue by £4,000 ; and that, too, in spite 
of the fact that the total raised by voluntary contributions reached a record 
sum. With a total of £28,000 obtained from this source it was impossible, said 
one of the Treasurers (Mr. Arthur Franklio), to find the money to liquidate 
the present deficit. The only course that remained, therefore, was to

employ future legacies as income, It is quite obvious that this proposal 
is a serious one from the point of view of the Board's stability if the 
Board is to be regar«ied mainly as a financial corporation. But the condition in 
which the Board finds itself is not peculiar to a single year or two years, 
[It appears to have become a constant factor, and there is no indication that 
any budgetary equilibrium will be established in the near future. On the 
contrary, the tendency is towards greater ontlay. Unless, therefore, some 
relief to expenditure not at present visible should be obtained, the proposal 
to suspend or abrogate the investment of legacies is the only possible policy- 


Mr. Lousada argued that the appropriation of 
bequests as now proposed would largely defeat its 
own object. It would offend that clas: of testators 
who bequeathed money to the Board in order that 
the contributions they give during life should continue permanently after 
their death. But not all testators are actuated by this motive; and 
although Mr. Lousada asserted that the hospitals which funded their 
legacies were in a better financial position than those which did not, yet 
it is doubtfal whether institutions which have followed the course now 
proposed to be adopted by the Board have been deprived of many legacies 
as a consequence. Indeed, it is possible to assume that at least some of the 
people who do not earmark their- bequests for a defininite purpose, 
have no objection to the utilisation of the money to relieve the urgent 
necessities of the present. The most serious cbjection to the propo:al of 
the Board of Gaardians that was raised is that the limiting of the invested 
funds reduces the stability of the institution. But the stability of such 
a body cannot rightly be measured by its invested funds. Its stability is 
to be found in the good it can accomplish and the constant response it can 
obtain, as a result, from the public it seeks to serve. Unfortunately, 
the stability of the institution, judged by this standard, must be impaired 
by recurring deficits; and it is thus merely a question of substituting 
the altogether minor instability of a restricted investment fand for the 
more harassing and more costly instability of perpetaal deficits and 
consequent inability to cope with the work the institution has to do. ‘The 
constant anxiety, labour and loss of time occasioned by the attempt 
to obtain donations are detrimental to the labours of the Board. 
We do not deny that the new proposal is regrettable 
insomuch that it would be satisfactory to find that the community, despite 
the exceptionally heavy demands that have been made upon it during the 
last year or so, had supplied the Board with means for carrying on with 
efficiency its work while enabling it to retain its invested funds intact, 
But in no circumstances ought that work to suffer for the sake 
of maintaining an £ s. d. capital, for that is a ‘‘capital’’ upon 
which such an institution cannot safely rely. The good work 
it does is its surest ‘‘capital,’’ and to restrict this—as it 
is restricted by constant deficits—is the worst possible finance. 
Throughout the discussion only one alternative suggestion was 
made—the holding of a public dinner—and this did not suffer 
merely from the defect of unoriginality; for the President pointed out 
that ‘‘such a fanction would do irreparable damage to their future collec- 
tions.’’ The proposal of the Board was carried, it is true, at a small meeting 
and by a small majority; and it will have to be confirmed at the next 
meeting, but it is significant to note that it is approved by both the 
Treasurers—Mr. Leopold de Rothschild and Mr. Arthur Franklin. We 
should be pleased if between now and the March meeting some other means 
were to be found of overcoming the present difficulty. There is 
surely wealth enough in the community to relieve, at any rate, the present 
difficulties of the Board, but if no such, or any similar, effort be seriously 
set on foot, we hope the Board will not hesitate to confirm the wise 
resolution submitted by the President. 


A Regrettable 
Necessity. 


In another column we reprint from the 
Times the entrancing account of the latest 
discovery in Egypt. Thebes—the city of 
the hundred brazen gates and twenty score of armed men guarding each 
portal, as Homer describes it, the city which was 2,000 years under construc- 
tion and to which the Pharaoh of the oppression, the Pharaoh of the Red 
Sea, and the Pharaoh who attacked the host of Sennacherib in the days of 
Hezekiah, inter alia successively devoted their wealth—is the scene of the 
last unearthed wonder. Mr. Theodore M. Davis has found the tomb and 
mummy of Queen Teie, who lived some 3,300 years ago. This queen, whose 
portrait has been discovered in her tomb and which shows her to have been 
‘+a woman at once masterfal and engaging,’’ bore in ancient Egyptian 
history a prominent part which is of singular interest to Jews. Queen Teie 
was the mother and inspirer of the famous ‘‘ Heretic’’ King Akhenaten, 
who endeavoured to introduce into Egypt a form of monotheism tempered 
with pantheism. He proscribed the prevalent religion and persecuted its 
adherents. He raised a temple to the ‘* Omnipresent deity,’’ the ‘* Creator 
and father of all men,’’ and himself delivered sermons on the dogmas and 
articles of the ‘‘ New Theology.’’ It is not wonderful to learn that he 
claimed his ‘‘ doxy’”’ as orthodoxy, contending that the ancient religion was

not the mythological worship of Amon, but monotheistic. Asis weil kaowa, » 


the efforts of the ancient reformer in the end failed —the priesthood of Thebes 
were too powerful, and his life was cut short. Then followed a revolation 
in favour of the worship of the older religion, and it triumphed. i\veryone 
professing monotheism was banned, Akhenaten’s mummy was torn to shreds, 
and the tomb of his mother bears witness to the zeal of the priesthood—for 
all the world as if they were possessed with the bliad rage and narrow 
bigotry of modern religionists! Judging by similar happenings nearer our 
own days, it is not very likely that this ecclesiastic fury failed to provoke 
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an equally sturdy resistance on the part of the persecuted. In the nataral 
course these would have clung the more tenaciously to their faith, fought 
for it, died for it, struggled while there was the least chance of success, and 
then, like the Pilgrim Fathers, still keenly holding the beliefs within them, 
shaken the dust of the country from off their feet and gone elsewhere, where 
they could be free of persecution. Many thus hold that in the ‘“ New 
Theology’’ of Qaeen Teie and her son is to be found the origin of the 
Jewish faith—that the people who were ‘‘ enslaved to Pharaoh in Egypt’’ 
were not Hebrews, but Egyptians, adopting the monotheistic doctrine — 
that Moses, brought up as an Egyptian prince, was a devotee of the faith 
and placed himself at their head, suffering banishment from the Court to 
Midian for his convictions. Strabo, who visited Egypt when the country 
had just come under the rule of Rome—some thirty years before the 
beginning of the Christian era—says definitely that the Jews were a colony 
of the Egyptians and that Moses led his following away from their settle- 
ments in Lower Egypt because he and they could not endure the persecution 
meted out to them by reason of the monotheistic faith they held. The Bible 
puts the plea for release from Egypt which Moses made to Pharaoh on 
religious grounds—‘‘ Thus saith the Lord God of Israel: Let my people go 
that they may hold a feast unto Me in the wilderness '’-since they could not 
in Egypt. But it is quite clear that long before the days of (Queen Teie, the 
Hebrews had settled in Ezypt, and at least one of them had held high office in 
the State. Is it not more than probable that theinspirer of the ‘‘ heretic ”’ 
King, was herself inspired by the doctrines of monotheism, held by the 
Hlebrews who had migrated to Egypt, and sojourned there upwards of 100 
years’ Indeed the (aeen's portrait, which has come to light after close 
upon thirty centuries. shows “‘ little that is Egyptian aboat it,’’ while the 
**sub-aquiline curve of the nose’’ points to the possibility of her having 
actually been of Hebrew descent. If, then, (aeen Teie’s ‘* heresy "’ 
was due to Hebrew influence, moral or racial, it is to be understood why 
our forefathers in Egypt were made the special objects of persecution and 
kept in subjective slavery. They were the fons ef oriyo of the hated and 
vanquished ** heresy.’’ This thought lends particular interest for Jews to 


- the latest Egyptian discovery, and in any case the close contact between 


Jews and Feypt and the consequent light which Egyptian antiquities throw 
upon the Bibl> story renders the study of them of the highest importance to 
our people. 

We have abstained from commenting 
on the German elections until the dust 
of battle had rolled away and it was 
possible to discern, with some approach 
to clearness, the results of the struggle. Even now it is not quite certain 
what is the exact outcome of the contest, so far as specifically Jewish 
interests are concerned. A few Jews have been returned—mainly, if not 
entirely, to the Socialist benches. But the number of anti-Semites who 
managed to enter the Reichstag is not a matter on which the newspapers 
are agreed. One journal (the Frunk/urter Zeitung) assesses their strength 
at fourteen, and allows three seats to the Cnhristian Socialists. The 
Jiidische Presse puts the number at twenty-three; while the correspondents 
of English journals have placed it at thirty and even at thirty-four. Our 
own correspondent at Berlin estimates the number of anti-Semites elected 
at thirty—-an increase of fifteen over the number retarned to the old 
Reichstag. He goes on to assert that although the party have gained 
seats, they have lost votes. But this does not accord with the view of 
other writers; for the Jiidische l’resse states that the anti-Semitic candidates 
increased their polls by 1:55,00), while the J'imes caleulated the increase 
at even a quarter of a million. 


Anti-Semitic Successes 
in Germany. 


We must be careful not to exaggerate the 
significance of these results. There is, for 
instance, little doubt that some of the new 
members ranged under the anti-Semitic banner are not primarily members 
of that party, though they may hold anti-Semitic views. The very discordance 
in the estimate of different observers on the spot is striking testimony to this 
fact. Nor is it necessary to assume that all the votes cast for anti-Semites 
were given to them in support of their anti-Semitic views. Our corre- 
spondent shows this week that many Liberals voted for them out of fear of 
Socialistic ascendency. It was not that they loved Liberalism less but that 
they loved the existing social order more. In other words, the desire 
was not so much to let the anti-Semites in as to keep the 
Socialists out. This may or may not be tactically good or morally sound | 
but it accounts for a great deal of the unexpected strength shown by the 
anti-Jewish party. The Jew-baiters floated into the Reichstag on the 
crest of a great ultra-nationalist wave. As has been intimated, the 
anti-Semites who have succeeded at the polls are not men whom any decent 
party in Parliament would care to recognise as its own. Many of the 
stormy petrels—the merely vicious, and the wholly ridiculous, men like 
Stocker, who have lost most of their influence, and men like Bruhn, 
whom no one heeds—will be present on the anti-Semitic benches when 
the Reichstag meets. These are not the sort of people whose hair. 
brained theories would be put into practice even by the Conserva- 
tives, whose sentiments towards the Jews are suspect, let alone by the 
Centre—that ‘‘ tower ’’ which has come unshaken out of the fray, and which 
would assuredly not embark on an anti-religious campaign. Yet when all 
is said and done, and every deduction made, the results of the elections 
are not such as Jews can congratulate themselves upon. It is a serious 
thing that in the Parliament of one of the leading Western nations—a nation 
which justly prides itself upon its culture and its leading place in the van 
of human thought—a party of thirty, or even twenty, should he found 
pledged to a policy of social and political slavery for Jews. The Kaiser,

who, in his famous speech to the midnight crowd last week, called upon all 
creeds to work together for the common benefit, must assuredly recognise 
the difficulty which the presence of the anti-Semitic party places in the way 
of this consummation, and the duty which devolves upon him of using his 
imperial inflaence and power to rid the nation of this stumbling-block. But 
there is clearly also work to do for those private societies of citizens which 
have set themselves to cleanse the country of a social nuisance.

The proposal of the Board of Guardians, to 
which we refer above, will, it is hoped, convey 
a hint to those kindly people who bequeath 
legacies to institutions on the understanding 
that they shall be devoted to a specific object. The position of a charity 
which finds itself slipping into the abyss of debt without being able to 
touch large sums placed under its control for purposes which are not 
necessarily the most pressing, is a tantalising-and unenviable one. Only 
last Monday the Board of Guardians, harassed by debt, found itself at the 
same time discussing how best to dispose of a legacy of £100,000, 
which had been bequeathed for the purpose of founding a convalescent 
home, in addition to the two already in existence. There is surely an 
element of Gilbertian humour in this spectacle of a hard-pressed debtor 
presiding magnificently over the distribution of £100,000. A still more 
striking example of the practice of ear-marking was the case of the 
£100,000 which was bequeathed by that noble benefactress, Baroness de 
Hirsch, to the Board of Guardians for the purpose of advancing loans to 
deserving applicants. The loans are repaid, and the capital of 
the bequest will probably grow larger, while the Board remains in the 
position of honorary administrator. It is ungracious, no doubt, to look a 
gift horse in the mouth, but one cannot resist the feeling that more general 
advantage would be obtained if testators would give a ireer hand to 
institutions, while directing that special attention should be given to those 
objects in which they may be specially interested. After all, a body which 
can be trusted with a legacy can also well be trusted to administer it 
consistently with the wishes of the testator without being bound hard 
and fast not to depart from those desires, should circumstances arise which 
the testator could not foresee, rendering necessary a departure in the best 
interests of the institution the legacy was left to benefit. 


A Hint to the 
Generous. 


We hope that our readers will take to heart the 
excellent advice on the training of children given 
by Mrs. Ernest Franklin recently to the members 
of the Jewish Religious Union. Her exhortations 
concern the entire community. There is no subject of such vital importance 
to Jews. ‘‘And thou shalt teach them unto thy children, and speak of 
them, when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest by the way, 
and when thou liest down, and when thou risest up,’’ is an injunction 
which marks the very corner-stone of Jewish educational practice. Judaism 
has survived to the present day only because the injunction has been faith. 
fully observed from generation to generation. It follows necessarily that a 
failure to carry out the duty of religious instruction to the young must 
involve the decline and fall of Judaism. The children of the poorer classes 
are assured of a certain amount of Jewish training, if for no other reason 
than that it provides in various classes and public institutions what the 
parents demand and the community feels conscientiously bound to supply- 
But we are confronted with a very serious danger in the growing neglect of 
instruction among the wealthier classes. The custom of sending children to 
public schools where no provision is made for Jewish education, is so 
largely on the increase that it is sure to te]l, if it has not already told, ina 
growing alienation of the rising generation from their ancestral faith. A 
few vacation lessons, or a month or two's preparation for Barmitzvah, which 
is all the training that many children get, will not suflice to retain their 
allegiance. Sooner or later these children are bound to fall away from the 
community whatever may be the synagogue to which their parents belong. 
Large numbers of children, we regret to observe, are not even afforded 
this modicum of training, and they are certain to be lost to us as Jews as 
time goes on. As Mrs. Franklin well points out, such children are being 
cheated of their glorious inheritance; they are being sent out into th® 


world ‘*‘ without any sheet-anchor and without anything to help them ia 
trouble or sorrow.”’

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THE ROTHSCHILD WEDDING IN VIENNA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. |] 


VIENNA, FEBRUARY 8TH. 

_. The Rothschild wedding has been made the opportunity for noting the 
difference in usages between Austfia_and © gland in wedding ceremonies 
the subject having called for comment in the Neue Freie Presse. Some of the 
customs are common to both Christians and Jews, others only to the Jews. To 
begia with, the bridegroom and male guests at the marriage of the Hon 
Charles Rothscbild to Fraulein von Wertheimstein, according to English 
custom, wore morning dress. Herethey are attired in evening dress. To 
us English there is something ridiculous in seeing a man in a dreas-auit 
early in the morning. | heard many ladies express surprise that at this 
wedding the gentlemen did not wear gloves, and noted their pleasing 
comments in favour of the Eoglishman both with regard to gloves and 
dress. Secondly, it is not at all usual to give bridesmaids presents, or 
if it is one never hears of it. Bridesmaids are presented with 
bouquets, not by the bridegroom, but by the gentleman who is told off to 
act as her “groom.” The bride does not carry flowers, for she is led to the 
altar by her groomsmen. Of course, with Jews there is a ditlerence, for she 
is led by two ladies. 

_ In Austria it is a very difficult matter to cet the knot tied. but a very easy 
one to get it untied. Many documents are demanded both from Jew and 
Christian, birth certificate, parents’ marriave certificate, the town to which 
one belongs is the Zustindigkeit proof of having lived six weeks in one 
dwelling, and others ad lib. The Jew has to petition the Caltus Gemeinde 
for the necessary permission to enter intothe state of holy matrimony. Then 
the banns are published and read in synagogue on three successive Satur- 
days. The same procedure must be gone through by the Christian, only his 
banns are published in church, and he requires a few more documents to 
prove that it is he himself and none othr. One wonders how it is that 
people commit bigamy, it seems impossible; but nevertheless it happens. 
To obtain a divorce the Jew must appear before the Rabbi, 
with wife or husband, as the case may be: this three times. 
each time the Rabbi must try to make them “kiss and 
be friends.” No other’ reason need be given but incom- 
patibility of temper, or “differences of opinion,” should the Rabbi's soft 
reasoning be ineffectual to bring the couple to one opinion. The next 
step is for the pair to appear before the Civil Judge when the procedure is 
repeated. Should the pleadings be successful the divorce is granted. The 
Christian has only to appear at one “ bar,’ but if a Catholic he may not 
re-marry ; the Jew and Protestant may. 

All married men wear wedding rings, which are exchanged between bride 
and bridegroom at the marriage ceremony, and comment was made in 
the Nene Frewe Presse that. no such exchange took place at the Rothschild 
wedding. The matter is quite clear. According to the Jewish rite only the 
bride is married “with aring,’ as in England. in the Protestant marriage 
service, the bridegroom says to his bride: “ With this ring : do thee wed,” 
But the Jew here accepts the common custom and wears his ring, but does not 
put it on till the ceremony is over that is among the orthodox Jews. 

Everywhere the question was asked at the Rochsehild wedding why does 
the bridegroom wear a Taleth ? Within the memory of those present no bride- 
groom had worn one, and it was just this that made so deep an impression 
on the officiating ministers. Both Chief Rabbi Dr. Giidemann and Ober- 
Cantor Singer told me when they heard Lord tothschild ask, * Where is the 
glass for the bridegroom to break ’” that they felt ashamed, for this old 
custom has been abandoned like so many good old customs. There is this 
great difference between the English and the Austrian Jew; the former is 
proud of old traditions, the latter shrugs his shoulders at them, and then 
comes the “ reform " in the synagogne. It has always seemed to me strange to 
expect the Christian to honour an institution which the Jew himself is 
ashamed to honour or which he despises. | 

Everybody was astonished at the simplicity of the arrangements. th 
lack of ostentation pleased all. ‘The noble bearing of Lord and Lady Roth- 
schild was the subject of much talk, for in them one recognised not only the 
foremost of the Jewish race, but also the true Englishman and English- 
woman. 


The Hackney Borough Council. It is with considerable regret 
and surprise that we find on the printed minutes of a meeting of the l'inance 
Committee of Wednesday, 23rd January, 107, issued by the Council, the 
following: It was resolved “That a Return be prepared for the half-year 
ended 30th September last of the number of cases, and the amount involved, 
of ‘abscondments’ of Ratepayers of the Jewish persuasion.” Since the 
matter, we understand, is to be brought to the notice of the Council by a 
motion for adjournment at its next meeting, we forbear from comment upon 
the extraordinary terms of the resolution. But even more extraordinary is 
the report that has been spread through the borough to the effect that the 
resolution was come to by express desire of the Chief Rabbi, who had asked 
for such a return to be made in all the Metropolitan Boroughs. 


Whitechapel Art Gallery.—Jewish artists are represented, 
though rine oy sparsely, at the Spring Exhibition opened by Mr. 
George Clausen, A.R.A., which is to remain open until April 3rd. Sir 
Edgar Speyer, who is a trustee of the Gallery, lends a picture, the * Artist’s 
Studio,” by Boilly. Mrs. Bischoffsheim has sent a sketch and the painting by 
Boucher, the favourite painter of Madame de Pompadonr ; and “ Féte 
Champétre,” by Pater, is lent by Mr. A. Wertheimer. A work by 
Louis Davide, “Squire Hodges,” is sent by Sir Edward Stern. Mr. M. 
Rosenheim sends a large number of engravings, pictures and pen-and-ink 
drawings. Josef Israels is represented by an early study (lent by 
Mme. Marchesi), entitled “ Lady and Dog,” and by another clever study, also 
lent by the gifted diva, the “ Little Girl ona Donkey.” Mrs. E.8.Sutro exhibits 
“A Cottage Garden, Berks,” painted by herself, while a note of strong 
historical interest is struck by the picture shown by Lady Gray Hill of “In 
the Desert of the Wandering of the Israelites.” “In the Park (1783) is lent 
by Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, M.P., whose interest in things artistic is well- 
known. Messrs. Duveen have lent a bronze statuette typifying the biblical 
episode of Moses and the serpent. Mr. Will Rothe nstein exhibits several 
portrait drawings and a picture, “ At the Windew,” while Messrs. A. and 
Charles Rothenstein are also represented, the latter by a gipsy study, 
“Merikli.” Mr. G. Sherwood Hunter is responsible for “Ashkenazim of 
Jerusalem Reading the Scriptures,’ 4 picture which has attracted 
no little attention. Mr. Orchardson’s presentation portrait of Sir 
Samuel Montagu, Bart., graces the walls of the upper gallery. In the 
exhibits by the members of the New English Art Club, Mr. Lucien Pissarro 
includes two of his studies of Epping. The Exhibition is exceedingly 
interesting, and the attendances daily testify to the feelirgs which White- 
chapel residenis entertain towards exhibitions of this description.

The Jew and the Religion of the Future. 


Sirn,—Your readers will undoubtedly have enjoyed the reply given to 
me by Mr. J. H. Levy in his letter in your last issue. It was so full of 
sarcasm and wit—just as a thinker who undertakes to promulgate new reh- 
vious ideals ought to write. But Mr. Levy tells us he has a double, a very 
ugly “ gollywog,” and although the eredit he gives me for having created 
it is entirely undeserved, I gladly assume the responsibility of having 
helped to make it known to your readers. There is one thing | earnestly 
deplore In your correspon jent’s letter: his atte mpt to mi ike your reas ders 
beleve that l have quoted sentences and names of plu losophe rs which 
had no bearing upon the subject, and were intended to impress or to 
baffle the reader. Hi Mr. Levy understood my letter he should have 
known that what I said could not possibly have been said in a more brief 
and unassuming form. 

[ find, to my astonishment, that if [ pass over his jokes and personali- 
ties there is absolutely nothing in Mr. Levy’s letter that calls for a further 
reply. Instead of making clear what was so confused in his lecture, instead 
of revealing to us what the ethical ideal of humanity was going to be 
in the future, what relations this ideal would have to positive Judaism, 
or what would remaim of Judaism if it were divested of the “ mythopoetical 
fancies” with which it has been endowed by our “theolatrous” ancestors, 
he merely gives us again some quotations from his own lecture, which 
do not in the least contribute to make his “contentions” more logical or 
even more intelligible.

What right has he to attack and to ridi- 
cule others if his own mind is apparently a tabula rasa with regard to the 
very same problems which he discusses?

[FROM OUR WARSAW CORRESPONDENT. | 


GOVERNMENT CIRCLES AND THE JEWISH QUESTION. 


The reactionary methods by which Jews and the Jewish question are 
being dealt with continue with unabated vigour. ; 

From Moscow it is reported that a Jewish non-commiss'oned oflicer in 
the reserve has been expelled that city. He had distinguished himself in the 
war with Japan, and believed that he could claim the right of residence in 
the old capital. To his intense surprise, he received orders to quit the city 
within twenty-four hours. He appealed to the Govern >r-General, but with- 
out success. He then addressed a complaint to the Central Government in 
St. Petersburg, in which he called attention to his military qualifications. 
In this case also his appeal was fruitless, for he was informed that the 
privileges of Jewish soldiers did not extend to Moscow, And this has 
happened on the eve of the elections for the Duma. 

The resignation of M. Soletnikofl, the Vice-Minister of Justice, is also in 
some degree connecied with the Jewish question. It is asserted that his 
energetic action in regard to the murder of the “ Jew,” Herzenstein, has lost 
him his post. Influential circles had taken amiss his investigations which 
led to the murder being traced tothe Genuine Russians—a revelation that 
played into the hands of the Opposition. 

The Prime Minister has sent instructions to all the Governors to ensure 
the strict observance of the Sunday rest in respect to trade. The Minis- 
terial Order strengthens the police regulations and increases the punishment 
for violation of the ob igatory day of rest. Jews are not mentioned in the 
circular, although the matter affects them to a very great extent. That the 
Jewish Sabbath and festivals have been ignored is not a coincidence; this 
omission shows the attitude of the Government. An order of this nature just 
before the elections is an absurdity, for the represeatatives of the 
people will meet shortly and it would have been the most prudent course 
for the Government to have laid the project before them. The eagerness of 
the Russian Government to suspend over the Jews this Sword of Damocles of 
compulsory Sunday rest lifts the veil which has concealed the intentions of 
the Government with regard to the Jews. 

It isan open secret that the bureaucracy has been torn asunder and that 
the Moderate Liberal elements $f the stamp of Urusofl, Timirjazeff, Count 
Heiden, etc., have been com»elled to leave the field free for the reactionaries. 
The Moderate Liberals were prepared to grant certain rights to the Jews, 
but with the secession of this e ement the sense of patriotic daty and the 
consciousness of political responsibility were put aside. What remained 
need not be emphasised. The drsperate condition of the Government anid 
the misery prevailing in the land are suilicient indications. Among the 
Octobrists the most moderate were trampled under foo by the more vilolent 
section, and were forced into slavery. It is true that the so-called Genuine 
Russians are not strong politically, but they are sufliciently numerous to 
work immense mischief. 

In Berezina (Government of Volkynia) the Blacks attempted to win to 
their side a political leader of the peasant voters, but the attempt failed. 
The leader declared that his inclinations and moral sense were opposed to 
his having any association with persons who made brutality, and brutality 
alone, a patriotic virtue. But the efforts are being renewed to force the 
Black terrorism on the simple-minded peasints. Their failure lessens the 
prospects of the Reaction vis « vis the Jews ; and who knows whether their 
desperate attempts may not lead to the sanguinary methods of pogroms ? 
Nevertheless their moral foree is broken, and it will rec-ive a final blow 
under the weight of all the thoughtfal elements in the Duma and under the 
intense impression which public opinion will not fail to create. It is a con- 
soling thought that after the present election campaign, even the Conserva- 
tive elements will be disenchanted. Whoever has anything to lose feels in 
his own person the terrible effects of restrictive laws. and of the limitation 
of and consequently the misery existing in the Jewish Pale of Settlement. 
The working and producing classes will regard it as a redemption should the 
paralysing bureaucratic system be replaced by just legislative measures. 


THE SUNDAY OBSERVANCE QUESTION. 


In an earlier communicition | mentioned the hardships inflicted on the 
Jews in many parts of the Empire by the new and severe measures which 
the Government have adopted for the observance of Sunday as the com- 
pulsory day of rest. I! leara from Romny that the Jewish congregation there 
telegraphed to the Prime Minister asking him to make clear the rights of 
Jews in regard to this question. M.Stolypin replied that he left it to the 
local authorities to decide whether, having regard to their reli- 
gious convictions and their special interests, any exceptions could be made 
in favour of the Jews. This reply is in principle a recognition of the justifi- 
cation for special treatment of exclusively Jewish interests which have been 
created by their religious laws. Nevertheless, the Minister's decision must 
be regarded as unsatisfactory ; for to leave this question to the good will, 
and perhaps also to the arbitrariness of local officials, does not guarantee 
a just, and in all places, a uniform solution of this complicated problem. It 
should be clearly and emphatically laid down in the fundamental laws of 
the Central Government that in this respect exceptional privileges shall be 
conferred upon Jews. The question awaits its proper settlement in the 
Duma, and it will be the duty of the Jewish members to be well armed 
for its treatment. It is evidence of the lamentable indifference of the 
Russian Jews that only a small congregation, that a7 Romny, should have 
agitated the question, while the large Jewish communities remained 
utterly silent. Iam informed that after the publication of the Ministerial 
Order representations were made to the Executive of the Jewish community 
in Warsaw that they should take steps to safeguard Jewish interests: but it 
appears that they were absolutely ignorant of the whole matter. 


THE JEWISH QUESTION IN FINLAND. 

_ A meeting, convened by Herr Santeri Jakobsohn, a Finn, has been held at 
Bjernborg to discuss the position of theJevs, Herr Jakobsohn reported onthe 
legal situation of the Jews in Finland and compared it with that of their co- 
religionists in Western Europe. The meeting resolved to send a memorial 
to the Finnish Sena e in whica they expressed their conviction that it was 
time to improve the position of the Jewsin Finland. This decision is of great 
sigoificance, for according to the present condition of affairs the Central 
Government of Russia is not in a position to prevent the Senate of Finland 
from conferring equality of rights on the Jews. The reproach formerly 
levelled at the Russian Government that it is responsible for the 
restriction of Jewish rights in Finland no longer has any force. It is in 
the power of the Finns themselves to grant equality by legislative 
methods. The Russian Governor-ieneral pssesses only the right. 
of veto ; and as the present Governor-General Gerard would 
avoid anything which had the appearance of a reactionary tendency 
there can be no doubt that hé would not exercise his power to veto any 
legislation in favour of the Jews. The precaution adopted in the Bjern- 


borg resolution, which speaks only of “ improving the situation of the Jews,’ 
is characteristic. Such an improvement was acknowledged by Stolypin and 
his predecessors, Plehve not even excepted, to bea pium desideratum, and 
certain concessions in this direction were either made or contemplated. 
But Liberal Russians and the Jews as a body will not hear ll con- 
cessions " and “ improvements "; what they demand is legalised equality 
of rights ; and this, too, at a time when Constitutionalism has not yet been 
attained in Russia. It is therefore of the utmost importance to the 
further development of the question that Finland should lead the way. 
The Union for Jewish Equality of Kights in Russia is at 
present too much engrossed with the election campaign to 
take up this question; but as soon as the elections are over 
it will the duty of the Union to turn its attention to the Jewish question 
in Finland. If it should be deemed impolitie for the Union to interfere in 
the internal affairs of Finland, an impetus should be given to the establish- 
ment of a branch society among the Jews of Finland, who themselves could 
loyally and appropriately carry on the necessary agitation. 


THE JEWISH ELECTION CAMPAIGN. 


There is little of exceptional interest to record in connection with the 
election fight. Here in Warsaw, where the better elements of the Jewish 
population belong to the Progressive concentration, Jews and Progressives 
have become practically identical. It must, however, be stated that inp 
comparison with the Jews in Lithuania the Jews in Poland have not yet 
afforded any considerable proofs of organisation abilities or competency to 
agitate. For instance, in the Government of Grodno the Jews elected 
two members to the first Duma. This year they will in any = case 
return one deputy. The reason is that this Government contains a 
number of towns which elects the electors for the Dama, and that 
in these towns the Jewish population are majority. 
The total number of primary electors exceeds 100, among whom there are 
only 26 Jews. These are thus in a minority, and were the Christian majority 
homogeneous, the Jews would not have the slightest chance of returning 
their candidates. The party differences among the Christians render it 
possible for the Jews to join one or the other of these parties, and so to 
carry their candidates (one or two) among the seven members who will 
represent the Government of Grocno. In Poland, however, the circum- 
stances are entirely different. With the exception of the Government of 
Suwalki, and a portion of the Government of Lublin, the Christian population 
in respect to national affairs are one race, and thus the Jews have every where 
to face a compact majority. Like the Government of Grodno, however, the 
Government of Lublin comprises several towns with a preponderating Jewish 
majority, and as in Bielostok, the Jews of Lublin could elect voters who are 
exclusively of their own faith. Should this not come to pass, the cause lies 
in their political unripeness. 

In the Government of Volhynia, a fierce fight is being waged between 
the Jewish parties. Hatred, insinuation, aud threats of actions for libel are 
the order of the day. In Mohileff there is a prospect that, with considerable 
difficulty, a Jewish bioc will be formed. The chief factor io bringing this 
about will be the strong support given by the authorities to a bureaucratic 


group of genuine Russians. In Witebsk, where the Jews form 
three-fifths of the population, the chances are that only Jewish 
electors will be chosen. There, also, an agitation by the Black 


Hundreds is very noticeable. In Wilna the Jewish Committee has completely 
broken with the Bundists. The rupture has given rise to protests and 
polemics. It is probable, though not absolutely certain, that the Jewish 
lawyer Grusenberg will be returned. In Odessa the extreme parties are 
opposing each other. The provocative attitude of the Black Hundreds and 
the incessant Hetze, which tiads expression also in anti-Jewish excesses, has 
helped the Radicals more even than their own agitation. There is no doubt 
that there the Radicals will be victorious. The same result may be predicted 
in the Caucasus. 

The results of the selection of voters among the working-classes in the 
factories and other industrial establishments in Warsaw are as follows: 
There were elected 35 Social Democrats, 6 Bundists and 18 adherents of the 
Polish National Democracy. The others belong to no political party. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Times, in the course of a 
message of February 10th, stated that the Union of the Russian People has 
met with a lamentable fiasco.“ Its only successes have bern in Bessarabia and 
Kieff, where the anti-Semitic feeling led the inhabitants to vote against the 
Liberal parties on account of their advocacy of equal rights to Jews.” 

The same correspondent telegraphed on the lith that the statement 
that “the murderer of the Governor of Penza was a Jew proves to be false. 
He was the son of a German colonist.” 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Daily Chronicle writes that 
“in the Baltic provinces the Letts and Hebrews have united against the 
German Barons.” 

Rabbi C. M. Grodsensky, who has worked in Wilna with beneficial results 
for the past twenty years, has been elected Chief Rabbi of that important 
community. The post had been vacant many years. 

The Liberal Press (according to Reuter) is jubilant over the victories of 
the Constitutional Democrats in the towns. and especially in Moscow. On 
the other hand, the Novoe Vremva says that the Moscow results are not 
surprising, inasmuch as the Jews are onthe side of the Cadets. The journal 
implores the influence of the Jews in political life.

City of London Truss Society.—The annual meeting of the 
Governors of this charity (an undenominational body) was held last week at 
the offices, 35, Finsbury Square, Dr. Beresford Ryley in the Chair. The 
report, which was adopted, states that during its existence 612,061 poor 
persons of both sexes, of all ages, nationalities and creeds, suffering from 
hernia, had been relieved by the charity. The number of patients relieved 
Jast year was 8,724, to whom 8,775 instroments were supplied. The 
iasufficiency of the income to meet the expenditure had been for many years 
past, and continued to be, a source of great anxiety to the Committee. They 
were loth to reduce the number of letters given to Governors in return for 
their subscriptions, and they had, therefore, resolved to make a special 
appeal for £5,000 during this centenary year, to enable the Society's indebted- 
ness to its bankers to be cleared off and to afford the means of continuing the 
work of the charity in the same efficient manner as heretofore.

gans, broke the windows of Jewish houses and plundered Jewish shops. 
Many shops and houses belonging to non-Jews suffered. As a result three 
students were arrested. The rot continuing, the police, the Procureur and 
the Director capitulated and agreed to release the three students arrested, 
and promised that the students who had been punished should be re- 
‘ulmitted to the School. During the riot the police stood by, doing nothing 
Ultimately, when all was over, came an order from the Prime Minister 
ordering that the military and the police should intervene. The Prefect 
took the names of people whose shops had been destroyed, and promised 
compensation.  There’is serious unrest growing in the country, which 
fears a development of such events especially about Easter time

TUNIS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
Tunis, FEBRUARY 8TH 

In previous letters I called attention to the excesses committed in the 
Jewish quarter (the Hara) by the native soldiers, known as Tirailleurs. I 
am sorry to have to state that notwithstanding the precautions adopted 
by the police and the French soldiers, the streets inhabited by Jews con- 
tinue to be the scene of their acts of robbery and violence. They traverse 
these streets in bands of four or five, mostly in a state of intoxication, 
and woe to the Jewish woman or girl whom they. happen to meet! If a 
Jew should come to the rescue he is generally bayonetted and occasionally 
leit for dead. 

On the oecasion of the Feast of Bairam, which fell a few days ago, the 
Jews in Tunis, fearing fresh troubles, appealed for protection to the 
police, who took special precautions, with the result that nothing very 
serious. happened. Nevertheless, a group Of drunken Tirailleurs, with 
drawn swords, managed ‘to penetrate the Jewish quarter, and whenever 
they encountered Jews they promised todo them no harm provided they were 
allowed ACCESS LO their nomes Their object can easily he divined., Their 
plans were, however, frustrated by the arrival of police, by whom they 
were arrested. Less than an hour afterwards I was walking in the street 
when I was assaulted by another drunken Tirailleur,; fortunately the blow 
which he aimed at my head with his sword only injured my _ hat. l 
hastened to summon a policeman, who had a severe struggle with the mis- 
creant. in the course of which he was wounded in the hand. The native 
soldier made his escape, but in his haste he left his bavonet behind. Ile 
was traced by the number engraved .on the weapon, and was eventually 
placed under arrest. TI could recount many other incidents of the kind, 


ut thos have related suflice to show the ferocity of the native 
solders. Thev will, as usual, be severely putished, but the most terrible 
ment ddées not act as a deterrent. The only efficacious Means of 
putting an end to their cruelty. would prohibit Them from cart ng 
arms when they are not on duty. This suggestion is warmly advocated

Which were held this week, were noteworthy as, for the first time, a Jew 
presented himself as a candidate. Ithough M. Albert Cattan Is a 
Frenchman, and the son of a Frenchman (who was Surgeon-Major, First 
Class. in the ‘French Armyy, his candidature gave rise to an anti-Jewish 
campaign. -M. Cattan headed the poll, but a second ballot, to be held 
next. Sunday. will be necessary. Whether he is suecesstul or not is not 
of great importance. What is most serious for us Jews is the -volte fae 
of several influential Frenehman in Tunis who styled themselves Liberals 
and posed as friends of the Jews, but have now declared themselves to 
he anti-Semites. Such eries as: “ Down with the Jews'” “ Death to the 
Jews!:. so dear to the hearts of Drumont and his associates, which had 
not been heard here for twelve vears, have been vociferously raised during 
the last tow days. A new al ti- Jewish paper, the [inde pendant, has mace 
its appearance this week. The Jews in Tunis, who have so long lved_ in 
a state of tranquillity, have become very anxious on account ol this 
renascence of anti-Semitism in the Regeney. The greater number of our 
coreligionists consider that M. Cattan committed an error of judgment 
in taking part in polities. I do not share this view, for he has given us 
the opportunity to ascertain who are Our friends and who our enemies, 
and shown us the necessity of combining in order to detend ourselves in 
the serious struggle that lies before us in consequence of the elections. 
It is to be hoped that the new Resident General for France, who arrived 
here yesterday, will introduce order into this eritical situation. 


UNITED STATES. 


Mrs. Selina Abraham. of Cincinnati, relict of the late Abraham 
Abraham. the first Jewess born west of the Allegheny Mountains (says the 
Jewish Exponent), was buried on January 24th. The venerable lady was born 
in Cincinnati in September, 1823, and was the daughter of David l. 
Johnson, one of the pioneers of the Cincinnati Jewish community. She was 
the last surviving member of her immediate family, her six brothers having 

vredeceased her. The best known of these brothers was the celebrated 
lawyer, Edgar M. Johnson; another brother was the well-known ‘Squire 
Frederic A. Johnson, who was the first Jew born in Cincinnat. 
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South Africa. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENTS.] | 
In previous letters there have appeared reports of the chief 
business transacted at the recent Zionist Conference. It 
will be well to amplify these by fuller extracts from the 
speeches of Mr. David Wolffsohn delivered on various occasions. In answering 
a question on the state of Palestine at the present day, Mr. Wolffisohn 
said that it was very difficult today to settle in Palestine, to buy land, 
in fact to take anything there. Tarkey was not to blame for that. Certain 
Turkish officials made use of the law in certain directions to suit themselves. 
Bat each contract which had been made by a Jew had been upheld as if it had 
been made in any other country. That meant that in that respect the Jewish 
people were quite honest. The contracts, however, were not always 
simple. For example, there were several laws under which the foreigner 
from Russia could not buy anything in his own name. This was because of 
the pressure brought to bear on him by certain officials who would not consent 
to sucha thing. — If, however, an ollicial signed a document to the effect that 
a Russian Jew could make a purchase it held good, but there was no law which 
forced the ollicial so to sign. An individual who went to Palestine and 
wished to make a contract, generally managed to get his contract; but it was 
very difficult for a corporation to do so, and it was more diflicult for the 
Zionists to buy land. He could tell them that Baron Rothschild had colonies 
which belonged to him; and, to make them understand some of the 
difliculties, he could also tell them that for each contract per- 
mission had to ba obtained from Constantinople a law had to 
be promulgated before the contracts were allowed to be made. They 
could not buy small things, and if they bought a big thing it had to be 
brought before the Sultan. Another difliculty was that, under the Turkish 
law, no corporation or company existed: there was no partnership of three. 
Business could be carried on only by an individual, and not by three or four 
persons in partnership; and then, if one person should die, there remained no

binding contract. in most countries, if a member of a 
company died, there was someone else to take the  ~»place 
of the deceased person, so that the company would remain like 4a 
nation. Under Turkish law such was not the case. If 


a man 
died and had heirs his property could be bequeathed, but there were 


always difficulties to contend with. For instances he (Herr Wolffsohn) could 
not purchase anything in Palestine because he had no heirs, and if he died 
the oflicials would come along and wish to take the landthemselves. For that 
reason he had nothing in his own name. Anindividual Jew who had land had 
no such difficulties. and he knew for certain that no man had ever lost his 
fortune by means of Turkish law, although he might have had difliculties 
with the contracts he had made. If a man wanted to build a house, new 
difliculties arose, for there were five different forms of holding land. Under 
one form a man could build a house here anda stable there. It had 
happened when he was in Palestine that he had slept beautifully in a 
“stable.” Of course, it was a lovely house, but oflicially it 
was called a_ stable. On that particular piece of ground the 
law only allowed a stable to be built. Those were some of the dilliculties 
which had to be got over, and an individual could surmount them. What 
a private individual could do for himself, they could not do as a body. 
They must never show the Tarkish Government that they were doing any- 
thing in order to evade the laws existing in Turkey to-day. They dared not 
do as a body what 4 private man might do. They could only work in Palestine 
under great difficulties. As a matter of fact, the Zionists had bought land for 
the National Fund. It was arranged in this way: The Director of the Pales- 
tine Bank bought it in his own name, with the understanding that the land 
was bought for the Jewish National Fund, so that they had not gone round 
the lawinany way. Th» land was bought by the Director of the Palestine 
Bank ; then it was transferred into Mr. Wolffsohn’s name, and then it was 
transferred through an English solicitor into the name of the Jewish National 
Fund. They would see that they had to go alongvery slowlyand very carefully, 
and they dared not do anything which could not be brought to light. 
He looked upon it as his duty to help private persons in Palestine. 
They had to work indirectly in Palestine, but it was all the 
same thing to them if they could only bring the land into Jewish 


hands. Whether’ the great Rothschild’ or any Jew from Russia 
were the purchaser, it was all the same to them; so long as 
it was a dew who bought, it was their duty to 


help him. 
Although, of course, they only helped those people whom they found were 


really worthy of such help, they could not give charity. If a man wanted 
a mortgage they must first ascertain if that man was able to pay the interest 
on the capital advanced. They would consider the question from 
the business point of view. The Bank had not lost anything, as 
yet, in Palestine. Even during the Russian crisis, when everything 
was cut down, the Jewish Colonial Trust did not lose one single 
kopeck. Tha would show them how firm the Trust was. They were 
not able to pay big dividends because they had to go slowly and carefully. 
Replying to a question as to whether the difficulty of purchasing land in 
Palestine was greater for the Jew than the non-Jew, Mr. Wolffsohn said 
that the strange thing about Turkey was that it was the only land where 
the Jews were liked better than any other people. The people there were 
jealous when a Christian bought land, and were pleased when a Jew made a 
purchase. The Russian Jew had more difficulty than any other. The reason 
was that there was an Aliens Act in force to the effect that no Russian Jew 
could come in. The Russian Consul stood up for the Russian Jews 
more than did the German or English Consuls. The English Consul 
had been Mr. Dickson, whose name he could bless because he 
was a good man. Although the Russian Consul stood up for 
the Jews in a wonderful manner he (Herr Wolffsohn) thought that this 
Consul Jiked to use them as a means of complaining to the Turkish Govern- 
ment. More Russian Jews had wandered into Palestine during the Russian 
massacres than was ever the case before. Dr. Herzl had agreed to advise a 
grant of £30,000 for the purpose of buying land in Palestine. They had come 
to the following conclusion: If suitable people wished to buy £1,000 worth 
of land, they would give another £2,000 from the £30,000 grant. Most of the 
money had been subscribed to the “ Geulah” (a land purchase company for 
Palestine) by Zionists. It had been asked: What would happen with the 
National Fund; why not spend it in buying land? If people thought they were 
buying land here and there, which was of no use, they would not subscribe 
to the National Fund. They had bought land for the Bezalel and they had 
got work for their people in return, And they had bought other great 
properties which could not be worked yet. They had leased these to the 
Arabs, but he was against it. If the land was not worked for three years it 
reverted to the Turkish Government, they dared not mortgage land to Jews 
and they dared not split up the National Fund in order to buy land. They 
who were political Zionists on the Actions Committee wished to work in 
Palestine, but to do only work that was worth doing. They did not want 
to buy land merely in order to say they had puichased it. There was

quite sufficient money spent at present in this way. 

At the close of the conference Mr. Wolffsohn said : It is always a very 
solemn moment to me when I close a conference, and I think that the 
solemnity of the moment is impressed upon you all. I feel as I do when, on 
the greatest of our Festivals, on the Day of Atonement, we come to the 
closing service, to the Neilah, in which there is a- word which 
touches me most, that is the wonderful word for which we have 
prayed, the word Torah. That is the same feeliog I have when we close a 
conference. What remains for us, after all, bat the Law? St do not 
wish you to think that you should applaud now, show enthusiasm, and 
then go home with your resolutions in your pockets and let them 
remain there. You should make use of them, work for them and for your 
cause. When, at a Congress, the question of a national flag was 
discussed, and Herzl desired it to be one with golden stars, I went home, 
got my Tallis-bag, took out. my Tallis and said: 1,800 years it has 
remained hidden in our bags, in our pockets, and now that we can show it 
to the eye of the world it shall be our flag, but in order to distinguish it 
from an ordinary Tallis a Mogen Dovid shall be put in the centre of it. In 
the same way, do not let your resolutions lie in your pockets for one day, 
but bring them out, show them to the world, and work them out. We Zionists 
have different opinions, we have differences, we are dissatisfied with our- 
selves, but we must be dissatisfied with ourselves sometimes if we are 
ambitious and wish to geton. but we can never say we have no more work. 
When we reach our goal, the land of our fathers, when we have at last 
attained our object, then perhaps there will be no work for us Zionists. It 
was our greatest misfortune when we were driven from our land. But we 
must have peace and not schism in our ranks. The Territorialists were 
Zionists ; they have left our ranks, but I hope they will soon return. We 
have a cask of wine: it is pure, but water mixed with it does no good, it 
does harm. We want pure, unmixed wine. The Territorialists also have 
Palestine as their ultimate object, but they have other objects in hand. 
They do not want the wine pure; they will takeit mixed. I am certain that, 
at the moment in which we get Palestine, in which we attain our goal, the 
Territorialists will join us in saying that it is the greatest joy, the most 
glorious day of all our and their lives, and it is the bess and only solution of 
the problem. Afterall the enthusiasm and after the wonderful reception I 
have had. I have considered tha idea of making a tour round the world. 
These days have been among the happiest of my life, and I would feel that 
the journey has really been of use if I thought that it would not stop with 
the enthusiasm. I should feel happier if I know that the journey would have 
practical results, that you would buy shares in the Jewish Colonial Trust ; 
then verily I shall feel that my time has been speat for good. 

A sad accident has occurred at Amanzimtoti. Mr. and Mrs, (:erson, 
who were spending their honeymoon there previously to paying a visit to 
England, went to bathe at a place known as the Chain Rocks. Mrs. Gerson 
swam out to the Chain but was caught by a receding wave and was washed 
away. In his efforts to save her, Mr. Gerson was almost drowned, and was 
only brought to shore by a:chain of bathers. The body of Mrs Gerson was 
soon after recovered, but all attempts at resuscitation were of no avail. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Gerson were well known in Johannesburg, Mr. Gerson 
being President of the Fordsburg Hebrew Congregation, while his wife was 
the niece of Mr. Kark, who is President of the Chevra Kedisha. 

A few Jewish charities have substantially be efited from the bequest of 
£20,000 bv the late Mr. Beit to Transvaal charities. On the advice of the 
Rev. Dr. Hertz, who was consulted in the matter, the Chevra Kedisha received 
£21,000, and the Orphanage and Talmud Torah £500 each. So far, only £12,000 
has inall been distributed. It is hoped that when the remiinder is allotted 
some of the other Jewish charities will likewise not be forgotten. 

One of the questions agitating the academic world of South Africa is the 
establishment of one ora number of teaching universities with degree-giving 
powers. The High Commissioner has for this purpose convened an inter- 
Colonial conference to meet at Cape Town next March. In view of this the 
Transvaal University College has republished and is circulating throughout 
South Africa a lecture delivered by Dr. Hertz last November on “ The Place 
of the University in Modern Life.” : 

In the new Calendar of the University College for 1907, a course of 
lectures in Hebrew is announced to be given by Professor Hertz in addition 
to his lectures in Philosophy and Education. 

A distribution of prizes was recently held in connection with the free 
English classes for foreign girls, which were started some months ago by 
Mrs. Hertz at the suggestion of Mr. Ernest Friedlander, the acting President 
of the Witwatersrand Old Hebrew Congregation. Mrs. Max Langermann, 
President of the Jewish Ladies’ Communal League, addressed the class, 
spoke of the good work done and of the praise due to Mrs. J. Binion, their 
capable teacher, for the remarkable progress achieved within the space of a 
half-year. Mr. Friedlander and Mr. J. Heyman, J.I’., also addressed the 
gathering. It was decided to start a library in connection with the class. 

Miss Frieda Hoffmann, of Bultfontein, O.R.C., has taken honours in 
singing and pianoforte (advanced grade) at the London Royal Academy and 
the Royal College of Music. At Trouville, where Jean de Reszke heard her 
this season, he expressed his opinion that she had a great masical career 
before her. Miss Hoffmann is a daughter of Mr.and Mrs. L. Hoffmann, and 
niece of Messrs. S. and J. H. Goldreich, of Johannesburg. 

Mr. M. D. Loewenstark, Secretary of the Congregation, has 
left on a trip to Europe. Prior to his departure he was 
presented by numerous friends with a testimonial and a purse 
of gold. Mr. Loewenstark is one of the * old hands” in this country, and for 
many years has been intimately associated with all our communal institu- 
tions. 

Tae Jewish Guild is displaying increased activity. It has given a ball 
and performed “ Trial by Jury,” besides arranging for weekly meetings. 

The first day of the New Year was marked by a wedding between 
Mr. Henrie Kollenberg and Miss Julie Behrman. The bridegroom's father has 
been a staunch supporter of local Jewish institutions since their foundation. 

Taking the figures of the Jewish population of Matabeleland during the 
past seven years, we find that the birth-rate works out at 39 per thousand of 
the population, while the death-rate is only 14°7 per thousand. These figures 
are surely very striking for such a young community. Unfortunately, immi- 
gration into Rhodesia is very scanty and slow, a fact far from being justified 
by the resources of the country. When the Chartered Company makes up its 
mind to develop the country, its progress will be exceedingly rapid, and then, 
no doubt, the development of our community will proceed pari passu with the 
growth of the general community. Jews have advanced to the north with 
the railway. The Cape-Cairo line is being pushed on rapidly, and 
every considerable spot en route has its Jewish inhabitants. Were our peeple 
trained to the pursuits of mining and agriculture, the Ito would not need to 
look beyond the route of this great line for the land of its desires. As it is, 
Jews are destined to play a great role in the opening-up of this continent.

There were brace le ts on the arms, and a necklace of gold 
beads and ornaments of gold inlaid with precious stones round the neck, while the 
head was still encircled by an object priceless and unique—the Imperial crown of 
the Queens of ancient Egypt. It is at once simple and exquisitively fashioned, and 
represents the Royal vulture holding a signetring in either talon, while its wings 
surround the head, and are fastened at the tips behind by a pin. The whole Is 
of solid gold without inlay or other adventitious ornament. It was difficult to avoid 
a feeling of awe when handling this symbo! of ancient sovereignty which has thus 
risen up, as it were, from the depth of a vanished world. : 

By the side of the mummy the remains of a box were found contaiming a 
humber of small objects of faience. They are minature representations of bunches 
of grapes, boomerangs, pestles, vases, and ring-stands, as well as of . toulet Dox, 
and the lower part of the symbol of life, the loop at the top of which is replaced 
by a vase of Greek’ or JEgean pattern. Probably it symbolised the waters of life, 
like an exquisite little figure of a girl carrying &@ Water-jar, which, had it not been 
found in such eompany, would have been pronounced to be a work of classical Greek 
art. Along with these small objects of faience was a vase of hematite on which the 
cartouche of Akh-en-Aten has been carefully erased.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE . 
WITH THE REV. DR. ALBERT LOWY. 


The death of Moritz Steinschneider, followed as it has been by many 
memoirs and appreciations, has served ‘to call attention to an old igllow- 
worker and life-long triend 
of this remarkable man who 
is still living, and who, In 
the course of an interview 
with which he has favoured 
a representative of the Jewish 
C'hroniels recounted the ever- 
interesting story of his con- 
nection with the Berlin pro- 
fessor, The Rev. Dr. Lowy, 
whose letter of congratulation 
from Professor Steinschnelder 
on the oceasion of his nine- 
tieth birthday we printed 
recently, is the only survivor 
of a famous 
communal workers who, 
seventy years ago, laboured 
with youthful enthusiasm in 
the cause of Jewish emancl- 
pation. 

‘I had better commence 
my story from the beginning,’ 
said Dr. Lowy, in reply to a 
request for information about 
some of the movements in 
which he has taken part in 
the course of his long and 
exceptionally-interesting 
“The retrospect of my ninety years extends back to an ancestor

life. 


of mine, Rabbi Abraham ben Mordecai, who settled in Mahrisch-Aussee 


(Moravia), my native place, in the early part of the eighteenth century. 
He compiled a Hebrew work on the persecutions which his coreligionists 
suffered under the Emperor of Austria, Charles VI., and the Empress 
Maria Theresa. He likewise wrote a treatise on the ethical duties required 
of a good Jew. The manuscripts are still in my possession. — As his 
descendants were proud of such an ancestor, Abraham became a favourite 
Hebrew name in our family, and that is how I came to be so called. It 
happened that about the year 1720 the synagogue in Mahrisch-Aussee was 
in danger of being demolished by the authorities, owing to a caluminous 
report spread by an inebriated priest. Rabbi Abraham proceeded to 
Vienna and pleaded the cause of his defamed coreligionists. He suc- 
eeeded in securing the good offices of the famous Samson Wertheimer, the 
vreatest Austrian Jew of his day, and a favourite in court circles, and 
so the danger which threatened our little community was averted. As I 
bore my ancestor's honoured name, my father felt it a pious duty to have 
me specially instructed from my earliest years: in Hebrew lore. The 
study ot the Bible, which I learnt to translate into German from Mendels- 
sohn’s version, was followed in due course by that of Mishna and Gemara. 
We had to learn to ‘lienen’ the Talmud. that is to sav. to read it with- 
out the aid of teachers. ..On high days and holidays we were sent to the 
Dayan to be examined in our proficiency. 

“? Was in my seventh year when my parents removed from the Jewish 
Ghetto of Aussee to Friedland.near Silesia, where they possessed a brewery 
vhich supplhed many of the surrounding. vil We then only visited 
\ussee on the festivals. Our house in Friedland was charmingly situated 


in the heart of the most beautiful Hmountaimn-scenery. | used to Visit the 
surrounding forests, intersected as they were by brooks and rivers. to

[ was sent. from home. to attend publie schools: in Silesia and 
Moravia, and thence I proceeded to Vienna to study at the Polytechnie 
ind the Universit: In Vienna I oceasionally visited that famous 
preacher, Dr. Noah Mannheimer. He preached once a fortnight in the 
principal synagogue. and whenever he officiated his magnificent delivery 


attracted L crowded mvrevation Ile spoke Without notes and con- 
sidering that he carne from a horeign country, his mastery of German was 
marvellous. It was Known that he devoted three davs to committing 
his sermon to memory, and during that time his wife never allowed any 
Visitors to disturb him.” 


Meeting with Steinschneider and Benisch. 

It was while you were in Vienna that you eame in contact with Stein- 
schneider? 

“Yes, Steinschneider and Benisch. Steinschneider was my senior by 
nine months, and he intended to become what I actually became, without 
the original intention—a Jewish minister.” 

Why did Steinschneider abandon the lea? 

Because he felt it would fetter his independence. Steinschneider 
made the acquaintance of Benisch in Prague, and both young men came 
on to Vienna in 1835. We became intimate fellow-students. Benisch was 
studying medicine The Jews of Austria were at that time bitterly 
oppressed, and we three conceived the idea of forming a society to pro- 
mote the emigration of our persecuted coreligionists to Turkey. We 
called our Society “ Einheit,” and it numbered about two hundred mem- 
bers, mostly Jewish students. We had to meet in secret. at first at Stein- 
schneider’s lodgings, and afterwards in my apartments, in the house of 
Baron Konigswarter, with whom, however. I never came in versonal con- 
tact. It was customary in those days for rich men to let oft a portion cf 
their houses to strangers. To avoid exciting the attention of the 
we used to assemble on Sundays to read essays on neutral subjects, while 
the real objects of our Society were discussed during excursions which 
we took into the country. We managed to keep the secret of our brother- 
hood remarkably well. In 1839 Steinschneider removed to Leipsic, where 
he continued the agitation among his fellow-students. The following year 
I left. Vienna, and, whereas my original intention was to settle in Italy 
I came to England in order to propagate our ideas. In the same year 
I was followed by Benisch.” 

Did you meet with any success in England? 

“Not at the time. People would not hear of our proposals, and, we 
were soon disillusioned. But our efforts bore ultimate fruit in the founda-

tion—thirty vears later—of the Anglo-Jewish Association, which came into 
existence after the war between France and Germany had broken out, 
and as a consequence of the suspension of the activities of the French 
Alliance. Benisch was then proprietor and editor of the Jewish Chronicle, 
and he urged in its columns from week to week that the time was ripe 
for the formation of a society with somewhat similar aims to that which 
had been planned by us in Vienna, thirty years previously. He asked 
me to use my private influence in my congregation, and | was so fortunate

Secret Mission to Russia. 

Were vou not onee sent by the Association on a secret mission to 
Russia? 

“Yes. that was in the early days of the Association, In 1374, when 
we in England possessed but a scanty knowledge ot the condition of our 
Russian coreligionists. M. Crémieux, President of the Paris Alliance, gave 
me letters of recommendation to the leading Jews in St. Petersburg, and 
I was provided with other introductions. During my stay in Russia | 
interviewed all sorts of people, Jews as well as Christians, and was able 
to obtain a very fair insight into the conditions which then obtained. The 
social and economic condition of the Jews was not as bad as it 1s to-day, 
for the May Laws of Ignatieff had not then been conceived. But it was 
very bad. and even at that time Jews were not free to settle where they 
pleased. The Russianising policy of the Government, due to its efforts 
to stamp out the revolutionary activity of the Poles, bore with great hard- 
ship upon the Polish Jews. ‘hey were prohibited from using their verna- 
cular Yiddish in their elementary schools, many of which had in conse- 
quence to be closed. And the institution of Crown Rabbis proved highly 
unpopular in Jewish communities. I discussed the question of the want 
of aptitude of Jews for agriculture, and I found that their 
disinclination rested on facts over which they had no con- 
trol. i mprimts, they were not free to migrate from one part of the coun- 
try to the other, and secondly I discovered that with his Sundays and 
saints’ and feast days, a Russian peasant only had two hundred and forty 
days in the year to devote to labour; a Jewish peasant, with his own Sab- 
bath and feasts and fasts to observe in addition, would be reduced to 
restricting his labour to one hundred and seventy days a year. That, of 
course, would not pay, even if he were free in every other respect. Gener- 
ally speaking, I found that the wretchedness which everywhere prevailed 
was due to the overcrowded’ state of the Jewish areas, and that 
mind you, was seven years before the ‘ Pale of Settlement’ was enforced. 
The number of unskilled workmen was terribly in excess of the needs of 
the population. And the community were unorganised and did not dare 
to petition the Government to remove the disabilities under which they 


suffered. Jewish artisans at that time had the right of 
migrating into the interior of Russia, but they were afraid 
to avail themselves of it, not knowing what intolerance 
they might have to encounter in new parts. <A new law of general 


compulsory military service had been just introduced, and there was a 
feeling of hopefulness in the Jewish community that this would tend to 
raise the status of Jews. At the same time, Jewish voung men: were 
endeavouring to pass through the public schools and universities, so that 
they might shorten the period of their compulsory service,

The West London Synagogue of British Jews. 


When did you become Minister of the West London Synagogue of 
British Jews? 

“ About six months after it was opened in Burton Street. I hesitated 
much at first about accepting the appointment, because it} those days 
Jewish ministers were not respected. tut Dr. Benisch urged me to take 
it. He said to me: ‘You make them respected.’ There were only about 
twenty members when I first became connected with the congregation, 
but they compensated for their lack of numbers by their immense enthu- 
siasm. In those days the post of Secretary was combined with that 
of Minister. Sir Francis Goldsmid acted as Honorary Secretary. I had 
much to do with the preparation of the early editions of the Praver- 
book, and composed such prayers for our ritual as the Blessing of the 
Seasons and the prayer following the Kol Nidré sermon. The Mi

Jewish Vital Statistics. 


The Annual Report of the Registrar-General of Births, Marriages and 
Deaths in Kugland and Wales for the vear 1905 contains a number of facts 
relating to Jewish vital statisties. The report states that the number of 
husbands who signed the inarriage register by mark in London averaged 
Is, and the number of wives 25, per 1,000 marriages in the year under 
review but this illiteracy, it says, 18 practically contined to. a group 
of five registration districts—London City, Bethnal Green, Whitechapel, 
St. George-in-the-East, and Mile End Old Town Nearly all the signa- 
tures by mark in London City, and a large proportion of those in White- 
chapel and Mile End Old Town. says the report, occurred in marriages of 
loreign Jews. “In Bethnal Green and in Mile End Old Town the propor- 
tions of such signatures among persons married according to the rites of 
the Roman Catholic Church were also excessive; while in Whitechapel 
4 considerable proportion of the civil marriages were those of illiterates.”’ 

Phe proportion of Chiirch marriages, says the Registrar-General, was 
the lowest on record. That of Roman Catholic marriages was 41 per 1,000, 
and was equal to the proportion in each of the tour pre eding years. “ The 
proportion oi Jewish marriages,” he goes on to remark, “ has, with slight 
tHluctuations, steadily increased for many years, until in the year under 
notice the proportion reached 7°6 per liarriages solermnised. As come 
pared with 70 per 1,000 in the previous year.” A table appended to the 
heport snows how the Jew =1) proportion has risen trom Uo the point at 
Which it stood in the year 1856. In 1857 the figure remained the same 
From that year until the vear 1870, it fell below 2. Thereafter it fluctuated 
between 2 and 3 per £,000 till the year 1885, when it reached 3°2. From that 
time it steadtly increased, rising to 7°0 in 1901, 7°4 in 1902, 7°53 in 1903, 
dropping to 7.0 in 1904, and rising to the record figure of 7°6 in the year 


\s ln previous years, says the Registrar-General, a large majority of 
the Jewish marriages took place in London, 67 per cent. being registered 
In a group of three registration drstricts—London City, Whitechapel, and 
Mile End Old Town. The proportion of such marriages to all the mar- 
riages in London was 38.4 per 1,000, the highest proportions in other coun- 
ties being O°7 in Lancashire and 46 in the West Riding of Yorkshire. The 
next highest proportion was found in Brecknockshire, where 4°3 per 1,000 
Inarriages were those of Jews; the East Riding of Yorkshire, where the pro- 
portion was 4°4; Warwickshire, where it was 3°5; and the North Riding 
of Yorkshire, where it was 3°4. In Northumberland it was 2.8: and in 
a nuinber of other registration counties it fell below oye per thousand. In 
io fewer than twenty-nine registration counties no Jewish marriages are 
recorded at all. These include Hertfordshire, Buckinghamshire, Shrop- 
shire, Cumberland, and eleven Welsh registration counties 

Dealing with the birth-rate. the decline of which is giving rise to so 
much misgiving, the Registrar-General remarks that “the figures for the 
typical East and West End metropolitan boroughs are instructive. Per 
100.000 women aged 15-45 years there were 15,631 children born in the 
East End boroughs, as against only 6.955 in the West End boroughs, but 
of these numbers there died im. the first five vears of Ife 4,070, or 260 per 
1.000 births, in the Eastern area, as compared with 1,681, or 242 per 1,000 
births. in the Western area. In comparing these figures, however, certain 
factors must be taken into account; the. population of the East. End 
boroughs contains a high proportion of Jews and the population of the West 
horoughs contains an undue proportion of unmarried women further. 
it has not been possible to correet the figures for deaths of children oceur- 
ring in institutions.” 


The Hayes Industrial School for Boys.—The blue book on 
Criminal Statistics just presented, shows tha* there were twelve admissions 
to the Hayes Industrial School in the year 195. None of these were for 
begging ; three were “found wandering”; one came under the heading of 
‘destitute and orphan, etc.” ; two were “charged with an cflence punish- 
able with imprisonment "'; one was guiltv of non-compliance with a School 
Attendance Order made under section II. (1); three with non-compliance 
with a School Attendance Order made under section II. (2); and two were 
guilty of not attending or misbehaving at Day Industrial School. None were 
admitted for such offences as frequenting the company of thieves, living in 
immoral surroundings, being vucontrollable by parents, or contravening 
the regulations as to street trading. Inregard tothe terms for which they 
were committed, two were committed for between two and three years; one 
for between three and four ; two for between four and five; four for between 
five and six: and three for six vears and upwards. Twenty-one were dis- 
charged during the year, six were discharged on expiry of sentence, and 
fifteen were disposed of under the KReformatory and Industrial Schools 
Act, 18°1. 

blue-book on criminal statistics for the vear 1905, 
published last Friday, showed that out of 47460 convicted prisoners 40-8 were of 
foreign birth. including Colonials and Americans. Of these, 3595 were males and

THE JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


A FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


The monthly meeting of the Board of Guardians for the Relief of the 
Jewish Poor was held on Monday. There were present :— 


Mr. Lsonary L. Coney, President, in the Chair; Sir Benjamin Cohen, the Rev. J. 
F. Stern, Mrs Model. Messrs. J. M. Ansell. J.S. Ballio, A. E. Franklin, M. A. Green, 
L. Jacob, N.S. Joseph, H. R. Levinsohn, L. Magnus, H. G. Lousada, E. Morley, 8. J. 
Phillips, L. FE. Raphael-and A. Stiebel. 


The PRESIDENT said that before they proceeded tothe ordinary business, 
there was a circumstance in the history of the Board to which he should like 
to refer. On the (ith of the month, Mr. M. Stephany had completed forty 
years’ service with the Board, and he believed he was correct in saying that 
during thirty years of that pericd he had been Secretary. Mr. Stephany 
had earned the regard and respect of the members of the Board, past and 
present, and those outside its pale with whom he had come into contact. 
Mr. Stephany had very many admirable qualities; his tact, patience, and 
equable temper must be the envy of many, and he excelled in sympathy for the 
poor. Heshould like to express his indebtedness to Mr. Stephany for the 
valuable assistance which he had received from him, and he thought it was 
perhaps not inappropriate that he should be their spokesman that evening, 
when he recalled that Mr. Stephany had received his first education in 
charitable relief from his (Mr. Cohen's) late father. 


The PRESIDENT then stated that he had, in the name of the Board, sent a 
telegram to Lord Rothschild, conveying to him and to the Hon. and Mrs. 
Charles Rothschild their best wishes. He mentioned that at Lord 
Rothschild’s request £300 was distributed to certain deserving cases, and 
that Mr. Levinsohn had been kind enough to look after the distribution. 

The Investment of Legacies. 

The Presipenr said: We now come to the alteration in the laws of the 
Board, copy of which has, I believe, been circulated. The Treasurer and 
I have been considering seriously how we should deal with the financial 
crisis in which the Board finds itself involved. It was obvious that during 
the past months there was a very heavy deficit, which has now amounted to 
£12,000. We, of course, hoped that some unexpected and exceptional result 
might have attended the annual appeal. As a matter of fact, that appeal 
met, as it very often does now, with other appeals, and has» 
unfortunately, only resulted in what can be called an indifferent response ; 
and after taking counsel with Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, your 
senior Treasurer, we came to the conclusion that we must lay the 
situation before the Executive, and recommend them to suggest to the Board 
the suspension of the investment of legacies. It became necessary to consult 
Mr. Sydney as to how effect should be given to the wishes of the Executive 
who concurred with the advice we laid before them. Mr. Sydney told us 
that as our laws at present stood we had no power to sell or to suspend the 
investment of legacies, and this view was confirmed by counsel who told 
him that that was the case. The present addition to law 55, which it is 
proposed to insert after paragraph |, more or less gives the power tosuspend 
the process of the investment of legacies in the future. It does not give 
the power to sell out legacies which have already been invested. If this 
addition to law 55 meets with your approval this evening, before it can 
become operative it must be confirmed at the next meeting on the Lith 
March, and it will ba my duty then to submit a resolation asking you to 
deal with the legacies which have basen received since the Ist Jauuary; and 
it is proposed that power shall bo conferred upon the Executive to suspend 
the investmant of legacies until the deficit on the 3ilst December shall be 
cleared up. Nobody can be more aware than I am of the dangerous process 
of suspending the investment of legacies, but circumstances seem to me be 
too strong for us. Tae rate at which we have been obliged to borrow money 
during certain months of last year, and what we are now paying for the money 
which we borrow from our bankers, seem to me to dictate to us that 
we must put an end to a state of things which is bad finance, 
and, therefore, although I do not expect to find a general 
unanimity of opinion, still I hope that the Board will support the 
Executive in this matter. I know I have the misfortune to find your late 
President, Sir B. L. Cohen, in opposition to me and the Executive on this 
matter, | feel that it does peraaps require a strong case to justify the pro- 
position which meets with this opposition. In spits of that opposition I 
feel | must press the matter, and I therefore move to alter clause 55 of the 
Board's regulations, by adding after the first paragraph of such clause the 
following words: 

The Board shall have power from time to time to abrogate (to any extent and 
for any period indefinite or fixed) or otherwise suspend the operation of the provision 
hereinbefore contained for the investment of legacies and gifts as aforesaid so as 
to authorise the application of the capital or any part of the capital (as well as 
the income) of any legacy or gift for any. of the general purposes of the Board 
or any purpose or objact beneficial to the Board its property or objects and which 
shall not be inconsistent with the trust (if any) imposed by the Testator or Donor 
from whom such legacy or gift shall have proceeded. Such abrogation or suspension 
shall be effectei in manner provided by Clause 81 in the case of alterations of Or 
additions to the Laws of the Board save and except that the same shall not require 
confirmation to become operative as provided by the said Clause 81 in the case of 
alterations or additions. 


Mk. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN said that he would in other circumstances be 
as much opposed to the resolution as anyone, but there was absolutely no 
other way out of it as faras any of them could ascertain. At the present 
moment they had a deficit of £12,000; the amount of revenue they had 
received last year was £4,000 short of the expenditure and the amount of 
voluntary contributions was the highest on record ; and in the ensuing year 
they would require £4,000 beyond that sum. With such an enormous amount 
as £28 000 to be raised by voluntary contributions it was impossible to raise an 
additional £12,000 besides. There was, therefore, no other way to meet their 
debts except by drawing on their capital. There was a strong prejadice, 
which he shared, against touching funds which had been already placed to 
their capital account. The proposed scheme of utilising the funds as they 
were received and postponing their investment until better times arrived 
was a compromise. 

Sir BENJAMIN CoHEN said that he regretted that he was constrained to 
offer his uncompromising opposition to the resolution. He regretted it in 


the first place because, although the President and he had been 


members of the Board for many years, he 
that that was the first occasion on which they had ever differed on 
any subject connected with the Bard's administration, either large or small. 
What did the resolation mean ? It meant that they were no longer going to 
maintain their poor out of theirincoms. That was astateof things which he 
was unwilling quite to recognise. It was true that the expenditure had been 
much more and the income mach larger than ever before ; still, 
the expenditure had exceeded the income ; and if that happened 
in the case of a charity, jast as in private life, disaster would 
follow. One of the reasons why he was opposed to the resolation was because 
he did not think it was going to do anything for the finances of the Board except 
to relieve it from its present deficiency. Next year they would find themselve,g 
in exactly the same position. With that unfortunate precedent, added to 
their other troubles, they would be able-—and they would certainly do 
it—to suspend their rules, which they had never before done, and they would 
do it allthe more willingly and easily becauss they had done iton the present 
occasion. He suggested that the present generation should do what its 
fathers had alwaysdone j#$Werethe Board a hospital 
or an orphan asylam, they should at once reduce their expanditure to an 
amount within their income, by closing one of the wards or reducing the 
number of children admitted, bat the board was unable to take such action, 
The community had no right to ask the Isard to relieve the poor and at 
the same time withhold the means whereby alone they could do it. Rather 
than resort to the unfortunate proposition contained in the resolution, he 
thought that they should even resort to the hatefal device of holding a 
public dinner. Hs offered his conscientious and determined opposition to 
the resolution. 


Mr. H. G. Lousaba said that they most thoroughly appreciated the position 
of the loard as described by the President, and felt they were confronted 
with a problem of unusual magnitude ; and it was much to be regretted that 
such a matter had to be discussed at a meeting at which so few were 
present. The question before them involved a very important principle, 
viz., whether the legacies they were henceforth to receive were to be 
treated as capital or as income, or partly as one and partly as the other. 
He noted that the Board was shortly to celebrate its fiftieth anniversary ; 


they were well aware of the small way in which the institution 
had started, the admirable work it had done, and the amount of 
stability it had acquired up to the present moment; and he 


thought they were greatly indebted for this stability to the wisdom and fore- 
sight of their ancestors, the founders of the institution, who, since its 
inception until the present moment, had insisted on treating all legacies 
and donations “in memoriam’’ as capital and notas income. The result was 
that to-day they had a fund of £82,000, yielding an interest of £2,500 per 
annum, and he thought he was correct in stating that during the course of the 
past year that sum had increased by a further sum of £65,000, yielding 
another £2,000, totalling £4,500, which represented fixed income from their 
invested property. This was no inconsiderable amount. The laws, as 
they at present existed, conferred power on them to borrow from 
the legacy fund for certain purposes which were defined in their 
rules, but these loans were of course subject to repayment. In his 
opinion this went far enough; but it was contemplated to-day to 
go very much further, for it was proposed to enable the capital of any 
legacy to be appropriated without any obligation on their part to return 
or repay a single sixpence. What were the reasons put forward for this 
proposition? They were told that it was Sad finance to borrow money at 
six per cent. when the income yielded by their investments only produced 
three per cent. He had two observations to make on this point: In the first 
place, it was only in exceptional times that they paid six per cent. for their 
loans: the amount which they paid depended on the bank-rate at the time. 
But a still greater objection was that they were not proposing to borrow at 
all; they were proposing to take this money, without any obligation, 
to repay it. Naturally one appreciated the increasing difliculty that existed 
in making annual appeals; but they could now, at the present moment, 
enforce those appeals by the plea that their laws did not allow them to 
nse the capital of their investments. (Hear, hear) If they did use the 
capital they would diminish the force of this plea, for people would refuse 
to give and compel them to apply a portion of the funds to the satisfaction 
of the requirements of the Board. He might remind them that the 
duty of relieving the poor was one that was incumbent on every 
individual according to his means. (If. therefore, the Board used 
the legacies bequeathed to it as proposed they were in effect 
making the dead bear the duties and responsibilities of the living. 
The legacy fand manifested the interest which past benefactors had 
taken in the work of the Board, it manifested their desire that the 
Board should not suffer by their disappearance; and the man who used 
to give one pound a year and left the Board a legacy of £50 ensured that 
for all time to come the Board should not be in any sense a sufferer by bis 
death. The resolution before them took away that security,and he would ask 
the Board whether persons who had hitherto taken an interest in the institu- 
tion might not on that account diminish that interest and whether it might 
not have an important influence on the amount of the legacies they received 
in the fature. Of course, they had every confidence in the present administra- 
tion of the Board; they had an energetic and hard-working President—a 
President who did not spare himself in any way; but could they always 
count upon that, and might not Mr. Cohen be succeeded by a gentleman of 
less energy than himself who, finding it irksome to make his 
annual appeal, might resort to the less arduous method of 
utilising legacies for satisfying the needs of the Board? The system 
of living from hand to mouth was eminently unsatisfactory, and he thought 
they need not go far to find illustrations of this. Let them take the case of 
the hospitals. Many hospitals funded their legacies and many did not, and 
it was an accepted fact that those who funded them were in a better 
position than those whodid not. Their ancestors had been wise enough to 
build up the fortune of the Board, and seeing that the Board was not 
an ephemeral institution they had gone to work in order to secure its 
stability; and he hoped the present generation would not depart 
from the lines that had been laid down. The process of trenching on 
capital was generally regarded as the first step to ruin, in the case of an 
individual or of a commercial or industrial undertaking, and he, for his part, 
could see no reason why the Board, which was looked on as the premier 
of such institutions, should be an exception. The Jews were looked 
upon as supreme in matters of finance; there were among the members 
of the Board some past masters, and he would ask them if they were to 
belie their reputation and whether they should corporately take a step 
which every one of them would individually condemn. During the past, he 


might remind the Board, they had been fairly successful in their appeals. 
They had collected 29,000 in 1903, £12,400 in 1904, and £16,000 in 1905. He 


honestly believed. 
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would suggest that they should take a more hopeful view of the future than 


their President seemed inclined to do; that they should address themsel 

; ves 
to finding new methods of increasing their oxehequer, and takes care not to 
reverse the policy of their predecessors, still less to imperil the s slidity of 
the foundations which their wisdom and sagacity had so well and truly laid. 


Mr. MICHAEL A. GREEN said that he su d that Mr 
was not meant to be addressed to the moahens of the Scaek bas ae 
Jewish public ; he (Mr. Green) did not think the Board could be reproached 
for the deplorable State of its finances. The proposal before them was not to 
touch any of the legacies left by deceased benefactors: the Board were going 
to do nothing to encroach on the rights or fetter the powers or judgment of 
future legatees. What they wanted todo was to give fair notice to every- 
body that in fature, if necessary, legacies might be utilised, as desired, partly 
for income and partly forcapital. It was open to anyone, in bequeathing 


money to the oard, to stipulate the conditions under which he would 
bequeath it. 


Mr, J. 8. BALLIN said that the crux of the question seemed to boa that 
future legacies which were not definitely bequeathed to be invested as funds 
should be left to the discretion of the Executive, either to be invested as 


capital or to be treated asincome. It seemed to him that the Board had no 
alternative but to pass the resolution. 


The PRESIDENT, in replying to the discussion, pointed out that any action 
taken in this connection could only be carried out by a resolution of the 
joard, Mr. Lousada had reproached him for not taking a more hopeful 
view of the future; but they were not dealing with the future but with the 
present. Mr. Lousada did not seem to attach any importance to the fact 
that they were paying six per cont. for the money they were borrowing. Mr. 
Lousada had referred to the fact that the Jewish community possessed many 
able fiaanciers ; but of what use was that fact when the funds of the Board 
were in an unsatisfactory condition? Hedid not think he need pursue the 
matter further. Tae community, when they read the report of that discus- 
sion, would realise that, unless the Board received increased support from 
them, that incident, instead of boing an isolated one, would be repeated in 
the future. As to the suggestion of holding a dinner in aid of thoir fands, it 
was gonerally agreed that such a function would do irreparable damage to 


their future collections, dislocating their present efficient canvassing 
arrangements. 


The resolution was then carried by a small majority. 


The Lewis Bequest. 


. — PRESIDENT brought up the report of the Sub-Committee on the Lewis 
40 St, 


rhe report states that the Sub-Committees is of opinion that the testator’s inten 
tion will ba bast carried out by establishing a Convalescent Home on the sea-coast of 
agland for poor inmates, such inmates not to be confined to persons of the Habrew 
faith, although persons of that faith shall have the preference over persons not of that 
faith ; further, that such Home should be architecturally as simple as possible, and 
that it should be of such a size as to be self-supporting with the income of the sum 
set aside for itsendowment. A list is given of several medical men, matrons and 
other experts from whom evidence on the subject had been taken. The report then 
states that the present accommodation for Jewish convalescent patients is as follows: 
(he Olara Baroness de Hirech Convalescant Home. at Hampstead, for 18 men, 18 
women and 14 children; the Brighton Convalescent Home, for § men, 8 women and 6 
children ; the Daneswood Sanatorium, exclusively for consumptive patients. None 
of these Homes admit surgical or medical cases which require nursing. except that 
the dirsch Home reserves six beds for surgical cases requiring dressings. The Sub- 
Gommittee inspected the Clara Baroness de Hirsch Home at Hampstead, and the 
Hermann de Stern Home at Felixstowe belonging to the London Hospital, and 
obtained much valuable information. The former Home does not admit patients 
requiring nursing, and is conducted by an untrained staff, except for one trained 
nurse in ths children’s department, whereas the latter, which is for men only, takes in 
cases which are rec»vering from surgical operations or serious illnesses and still 
require nursing, and is managed by a trained matron and a staff Of trained nurses, 
'( 18 Suggested that the proposed Home should combine the characteristics of both 
these institutions. The Sub-Committee recommends that a large portion, if not the 
whole, of the staff of the proposed Home, be a trained one. The Sub-Committee had 
a conference with Mr. G.S Joseph and Miss Jacob, Hon. Secretari-s,and Mr R. H. 
Raphael, Treasurer, of the Daneswood and Brighton Homes, with a view to ascertain- 
ing for what class of patients a new Home was m st needed, how the Home could be 
worked to the greatest advantage and how overlapping could be avoided. It was 
agreed that it would be desirable in future to utilise the Brighton Home for children 
only, and that the new Home should be confined to adulte of both sexes. The Com- 
mittee of the Brighton Home have expressed their willingness to fall in with this 
arrangement, and this course is recommended to ths Board The Chairman of the 
Sub-Committee had an interview with Mrs. Ii. L. Bischoffsheim, President of the 
Jewish Convalescent Home at Brighton and of the Baroness de Hirsch Home at 
Hampstead. She promised to co-operate with the Committee who will have the 
management of the proposed Convalescent Home. Overlapping will be thereby 
avoided. Testimony of witnesses was conflicting as to whether there were more male 
or female applicants for convalescent treatment, and the Sub-Committee recommends 
that approximately equal provision be made for both sexes in the new Home. The 
desirability of limiting the Home to one sex only has been urged by teveral witnesses 
and there is no doubt that such a Home has its advantages and is more easily and 
economically managed than one to which both men and women are admitted; but 
the Sub-Committee does not think that such a limitation of the proposed Home is 
possible, having regard to the small number of liomes to which Jewish patients are 
abla to go. There appear from the evidence to be three distinct classes of cases which 
require convalescent treatmentand which the Sub-Committee recommend be provi jed 
for : Firstly, those cases so well known to members of the Board who attend relief rotas. 
namely, cases of illness and debility arising from want of food, overwork and living 
amidst inganitary surroundings; a few weeks’ rest and change of air, with good and 
ample food, is all that is required to restore most of these cases to complete health ; 
sscondly, cases which will have been discharged from hospitals as cured but which 
require rest, good air and careful feeding for a short time before returning to their 
occupations; thirdly, surgical and medical cases which are about to be discharged 
from the hospitals, but which still require careful nursing. At present these cases 
are not admitted to any Jewish Home, and frequently owing to the want of proper care 
and nursiog either relapse or are never properly cured, and so bacome permanent 
invalids. here are also a number of cases of wounds which refuse to heal in the 
atmosphere of a London hospital but which rapidly improve at the seaside; these 
cases should also be provided for. This class of case will on admi sion require careful 
nursing, but it is to be expacted that, owing to the curative effects of the sea air, they 
will rapidly improve and require less attention. The Sub-Committee does not recom- 
mend that any person suffering from phthisis be admitted to the Home; the medical 
evidence is most emphatic and unanimous as to the danger of infection to the other 
inmates. As to those cases which exhibit signs of incipient phthisis, the Sub-Com- 
mittee recommends that these be admitted only if after two medical examinations, at 
short intervals, of the sputum it be certified that no tubercular bacilli are discovered. 
The medical evidence is strongly in favour of the admission of these latter cases on 
the ground that there is no risk of infection, but that a stay of a few weeks at the sea- 
side will, in many instances, permanently check the development of the disease. It is 
estimated that the average length of stay of patients at the Home will be from three 
to four weeks, this being the average for most convalescent homes ‘The Sub-Com 
mittee recommends that no chronic cases be admitted, nor any cases of which there is 
not @ reasonable probability of their being completely restored to health after a stay 
of six weeks at the utmost The Sub-Committee advises that a site be purchased at 
the seaside, on the East Coast if possible, but as it considers that accessibility from 
London is of great importance, it does not recommend any place further north than 
Felixstowe. The size of the site will depend on its position ; if close to the sea-+hore, 
80 that the inmates can go to the beach, about two acres will be sufficient, but should 
it be at some distance from the sea, a garden would be wanted, and a larger area 
required. The site should, if possible, be adjoining the sea-shore, and proximity to a 
railway station should be @ prominent factor in its selection. The building itself 


should, in accordance with the advice given by Mr. N. 8. Joseph, not face due south 
by north, but should be so built that all its windows get a certain amount of sunshine 
throughout the year. The Sub-Committee has examined detailed estimat s of the 
probable capital outlay and annual expenditure on the Home, but as such estimates 
can at this early stage be but vague, no good purpose would be attained by laying 
them before the Board. The Sub-Committee considers that not less than £80.000 
should be set aside for maintenance, and that the balance should be devoted to the 
acquisition of a site and to the erection and equipment of the Home. It is estimated 
that by this appropriation of the bequest a Home capable of accommodating about 
oJ inmates, with the necessary staff, can be built, furnished and fully endowed, so 
that it will entail no extra cost on the Board. The Sub-Committee is aware that to 
Some persons it may seem that a larger Home, capable of accommodating more 
inmates, could be built and maintained with the sum placed at the disposal of the 
ard, but it thinks that the Board would wish the proposed Home to be built and 
equipped in the most adequate manner, and to be work ad by a trained and eli cient 
Sta!!, so that the patients may obtain the utmost benefit from their stay at the Home, 
and be curred in the shortest possible tims. It must farther be remembered that a 
tiome where patients requiring nursing are admitted is more expensive in its up-keep 
than an ordinary “holiday home.” It is desirable that the Home should be built so as 
to be capable of accommodating a somewhat larger number of inmates than fifty, so 
that in the event of the maintenance fund being found adequate a larger number may 
by admitted. The Sub-Committee considers that to prevent the benefit of the Home 
baing abused, the circumstances of all applicants that are not already known to the 
Board should be investigated before their applications are entertained, and that such 
of them 4s are able to contribute a small weekly sum towards their maintenance whilst 
at the Home, should be called upon to do so, bat that in no case should a sum 
exceeding 153. a week be exacted, and that such payment should not give a right to 
di!lsrential treatment in any respect, and further that in all cases where they are able 
80 to do, patients should be called upon to pay, or contribute towards, their railway 
fares to and from the Home, it not being the practice in the large majority of con- 
valescent homes to pay railway fares. The Sub Committee recommends that during 
their stay at the Home, clothing be provided for such inmates as are inadequately 
clad, but it does not advise that such articles of clothing be given to them to take 
away whoen leaving the Home: as it thinks that this would in the end involve the 
giving of clothes to almost all patients; it is also advised that this would not come 
within the terms of the bequest. ‘Tae Sub-Committee recommends :—Firstly, that 
the Solicitor to the Board ve instru sted to take such legal steps as he may find 
necessary to eaable the recommendations of «his report to be carried into effect; 
secondly, the appointment of a Sub-Commitiee:—(a) To select and acquire a site for 
the Home on the sea-coast of of England, if possible on the Mast Coast, not farther 
North than Felixstowe : to instruct Messrs. Davis and Emanuel to prepare the 
plans for a Convalescent Home: (c) to approve the architects’ plans and pr ceed 
with the erection and furnishing of the buildings; thirdly, that such Sub-Committee 
may be authorised for the purposes aforesaid to employ such agents and experts as it 
may deem advisable, an! pay such fees as it may think reasonable; that the fees of 
the solicitor, architects, agents and experts be paid out of the fand. 

The PRESIDENT moved the adoption of the report, and of the following 
recommendatiuns of the Executive Committe thereon : 

(a) ‘That the reportand recommendations be approved and that a sub-committee 
to carry them out be appointed, consisting of Messrs. Louis E. Raphael, Henry E. 
Beddington, Arthur E Franklin, A. E. Sydney, H. R. Levinsohn and the President 
(Mr. Leoaard L. Cohen) 

()}) That in compliance with a request contained io the will of the late Mrs 
Lewis-Hill the proposed institution shall be called * The Samuel Lewis Seaside Con 
valescent tiome.”’ 

Mr. Lovis E. Rapuart,in reply to Mrs. Movet, said that the Executive 
Committee had discussed the point whether ladies should be appointed 
on the Committee to build the proposed Convalescent Homo or Hospital, 
and had decided that they should not bs elected. Tae purpose of the 


‘present Committee was to acquire a_ site for the establishment 


of the Home and other kindred matters; later on, however, when the 
institution was established ladiss would be included on the Com- 
mittee of Management. In reply to Mr. N. 8S. Joseru, Mr. RAPiake 
stated that the Committee had thouzht it best to be given fall and 
immediate powers in regard to the acquisition of the site, as the matter would 
brook no delay. The Committee would have to prepare plans for the new 
Home, which would be placed in the oflice of the Board for the inspection 
of the members: and before finally deciding upon any plan the Com- 
mittee would have to consult the architect of the Board and visit 
various Convalescent Homes so as to investigate the methods of construction. 
They at present had an entirely open mind as to matters of detail. 

Mr. N. S. Josera then criticised the report at length and offered 
numerous suggestions. 

A discussion followed, the various points raised being answered by Mr. 
RAPHAEL and the PRESIDENT. 

The report and the recommendations of the Executive Committee were 
ultimately adopte?. 

The TREASURER reported the receipt of £10,000 from the executors 
of the late Mr. Samuel Lewis in part payment of the bequest of © 100,000 
for the establishment of a Convalescent Home at the seaside, and stated 
that the sum had bsen invested in banker's bills in order that the money might 
be obtained at any moment; a further £20,000 had just come to hand and 
would be dealt with as a permanent investment; a sum of £1,000 in part 
payment of the legacy bequeathed to the Boardfor genera! purposes had also 
been received : a further £2,000 had since come to hand. 

Miscellaneous. 

Toe annual meeting of the board was fixed for March 24th. 

The Board sanctioned the adjustmant of £80 155. 4d., being overdraft of 
the Almshouses Committee during the year 1906 in respect to the annual 
expenses of the Moses and Solomon Almshouses. | 

Tae TREASURER reported the receipt of the draft of the account of the 
estate of the late Mrs. F. D. Mocatta, tozether with a copy of the Auditors’ 
report; and the receipt of £130 133. from the Jewish b.ard of Guardians’ 
East End Aid Society, being the third contribution for 106. 
He also announced the receipt of the following legacies: £450 
from the late Miss Lucy Cohen; £100 from Mr. Simeon Lazarus ; 
£50 from Mrs. Joseph Kisch; £20 from Mr. JuliusSimon; and £10 from Mrs. 
Myer Leon; and “£17 53, received from members of the Epstein 
family, to be added to the Louisa Epstein Memoria! Fand for poor widows. 

Mr. H. R. LevinsouNn reported the allotment of Lily the Barnato 
Marriage Portion. 


The PRESIDENT mentioned that the Board had hitherto annually received 
from the Trad«~smen’s Benevolent Society from £50 to 2100 worth of charity 
tickets; but called attention to the fact that none had been received this 
year. He had placed himself in communication with the Sacretary of the 
Society on the point, but the reply was most unsatisfactory.

Letters from Dr. Max Nordau, the Federation of American Zionists, and 
the Federation of Zionist Societies in Canada, which arrived too late for the 
Annual Conference, were read. 

Dr. Max Nordau wrote :— 


{| am sure the tlame of enthusiasm of our partisans in England need not be 
siirred up. Please transmit them my warmest greetings and remind them that they 
must not lose sight of the fundamental fact that our movement is a political one, and 
one intended not to benetit a few individuals, or a tiny croup but to modify the 
moral, political and economical status of all the Jews in the world, or at least all 
those who claim themselves to be members of a Jewish nation. Latterly a cry has been 
raised for practical work in Palestine. Ky all means let us work practically there, 
but in the spirit of political Zionism, not of petty and obsolete Chovevi Zionism, to 
help a few desultory settlers to become aided agriculturists, in Palestine, is not and 
cannot be ourtask. Our efforts in Palestine must exclusively aim at the preparation 
of the country for future greater destinies. 

The Federation of American Zionists wrote : 


Permit me, in the name of the Executive Commitee of the Federation of American 
Zionists, to wish the annual conference of the English Zionist Federation much suc- 
cess in its deliberations. The American Zionists are following with interest the 
development of Zionism in England and in other countries. We, who are farther 
from the centre of allairs, must necessarily look to Europe for a large part of our 
inspiration. We have noted, with much satisfaction, the speed of the.Jewish National 
idea throughout Europe; and whereas this has not always taken the form of Zionism, 
we feel that a Jewish National Movement must necessarily, sooner or later, reach the 
Zionist point of view. In this country we can report much progress in the develop- 
ment of the Zionistidea. We have reached a stage that has made it necessary for us 
to look about for paid workers. We trust that the English Federation and the 
American Federation may enter into some sort of agreement as to the printing and 
distribution of literature. Asthe Zionist Movement strikes new root bere and there, 
we are brought to understand that it is not a plaything, but that it is something 


affecting the very life of our people. May your conference contribute its share towards 
the redemption of our people ' 


The Federation of Zionist Societies of Canada wrote :— 


One of the most important achievements of Zionism has been that it has brought 
Jews, of even the most distant corners of the earth together; and taught them to know 
one another, and to work in union for one common and noble object. Before the 
founding of the Zionist movement we were a lot of scattered units. living practically 
as strap gers to one another, but Zionism has caused us to become acquainted with our 
brothers across the sea, and henvcs it is that when we, the Zionists of Canada, learn 
that you, the Zionists of England, are about to meet in Conference, we feel the keenest 
interest in your work, and extend to you our heartiest and sincerest greetings. We 
would express the hope that the Almighty’s blessings will rest upon your Jabours. 

The events of the past year must convince is more than ever that Zionism offers 
the only feasible and the only acceptable solution of the Jewish question. The 
increased titterness of the persecution of our brethren in Eastern Europe, and the 
increased frequency of the infamous, murderous outbreaks against them. but adds 
force to the correctness of our claim that in a land of their own will our poor, suffering 
brethren alone find p3ac3. The utter inadequacy of the methods of well meaning but 
blind philanthropy, which would take the poor victims of Russian oppression and 
placa them amid surroundings utterly alien to the Jewish spirit, has been also con- 
vincingly demonstrated. Neither by letting our brethren perish in Russia, nor by 
placing them in lands where they form a weak minority, and, as a consequence, 
assimilate un-Jewish ideas and ua-Jewish customs, and become submerged under a 
sea of un-Jewish in!!aeaces, are we going to accomplish any good We can alone 
successfully solve the problem by placing them in such numbers in Palestine that they 
will once more dominate in a land of theirown. The land must be, and sha!! be. the 
land of our forefathers We have already room for any amount of practical work in 
helping those who are now settling in the Holy Land. In prayer we turn our faces 
towards Zion. Let our work also look in that direction. 


Suitabla replies were ordered to be sent reciprocating the sentiments 
expressed by the writers.

At a meeting of the Cardiff Dorshei Zion Association beld last Sunday 
(Mr. J. Abrahamson in the Chair), Mr. N. S. Barstein, the Hon, Secretary, 
read the following report by the Rev. Dr. M. Gaster on the Conference at 
birmingham which he had attended as the Cardiff delegate :— 


1 will endeavour to sum up in a few words the leading points and incidents of the 
last Conferenca. at which close upon sixty delegates were present. The details are of 
no consequence. ‘The result which stands out boldly is the firm determination to 
which the delegates have arrived almost unanimously. that the time had come when 
the aim of Zionism could be carried out most successfully by undertaking as quickly 
as possible practical work in Palestine. It was felt that theoretical explanation and 
discussions could no longer serve apy purpose, and_ that political activity, which had 
apparently been barren, could be more effectively takémin hand if backed by the solid 
facts of positive achievements in the regeneration cf the land itself. and furthermore 
that this regeneration was to be mainly the product of Ztonistic work. It was there- 
fore decided that resolutions to that effect should be brougnt up in the name of the 
united forces of Zionism in England at the next Congress, where it should be urged 
by the English Zionists that we must take in hand the purchase of land. subvention- 
ing of industrial undertakings, establishment of schools. etc. We would thereby be 
falling into line with similar resolutions passed by great Zionist bodies in various 
parts of the Continent, and we would thereby be creating a compact body of Zionists 
working in harmony for the same purpose and by the same means. It was also felt 
that the time had come when the scattered forces in Fngland should be again united, 
that the ol’ differences should be sunk, and. standing on a common platform, alli 
should now join hands to work harmoniously for the same goal. I prefer not to dwell 
on some sharp passages of arms on some lichtning and thunder-claps when the electric 
tension which had prevailed in the atmosphere had to be discharged so as to purify 
the air. I much prefer to tell you that the clouds have rolled away, the mists 
have been dissipated and the sun is shining again upon our work. We have agreed 
to allow bygones to be bygones in the firm hope that the new turn will be conducive 
to practical, profitable and beneficial work. The election proceeded then on lines 
intended to carry out this disposition, and, I may add, that for years have I not 
witnessed in Zionist ranks a similar outburst of enthusiastic cheering like the one 
that followed the pronouncement of the election of myself as President. of Sir Francis 
Montefiore as Hon. President, and Mr. Joseph Cowen as Vice-President of the Federa- 
tion ; shaking of hands all round confirmed the signilicance and inner meaning of this 
election. It was also resolved among others to enter into closer ties of co- 
operation with the American Zionists, so that unity of views prevailing in the English- 
speaking countries should form one solid body at the deliberations of the next Con- 
gress. Let us hope that the peace now established will not be disturbed any more. 
80 that the work of our hands may prosper and that we may hasten the redemption of 
our people one day sooner.

The Ito in Russia has entered into a new phase, having obtained 
Government sanction for the whole of Russia. The Ito Central Cominittee, 
which has its seat at Warsaw, is thus entitled to open Branches through- 
out the Russian Empire without its work being impeded as heretotore 
by the paralysing conditions of repression and suspicion prevailing 
throughout Russia. The Ito now proposes to start an extensive and fruitful 
agitation. 

An important Territorialist Conference was held at Kiev last week 
and lasted three days. It was opened by Dr. Jassinowski, and attended 
by representatives of all the three Territorialist Sections that exist in 
Russia. Dr. Mandelstamm was elected President of the ¢ onference, with 
Dr.Leon Paperin, of Odessa, and Engineer Trop, of Baku, as_ Vice-Presi 
dents. The following reports were presented:—" On the condition of the 
Ite in Russia.” by Mr. Joselev, Secretary of the Russian Ito Central Com- 
mittee: “On the condition of the Political Negotiations,” by Dr. Jochel- 
mann. of London: “On the Union of the Territorialist Sections into a 
Single Party”: “On the Emigration Department,” by Mr. L. Paperin, as 
well as by Dr. Jochelmann; and “On the Party Press,” by Mr. N. 
‘inkelstein, of Warsaw 
7 ras of confidence in the President, Mr. Zangwill, and the London 
members of the Council for their ability and energy in carrying on the 
political negotiations, was passed. | 

The establishment of the Ito Emigration Regulation Department was 
approved and endorsed with the appointment of an Ito Emigration Regu- 
lation Committee at Kiev, of which Dr. Mandelstamm, Dr. Jochelmann, 
Engineer Lipetz and Engineer Rabinowitsh are to be members. 

It was resolved to form a General Territorial Organisation, embracing 
all Territorialist Shekel-pavers, and welding together more firmly the 8. 8. 
and the Territorialist Workingmen’s Party with the Ito body proper, for 
which purpose a special Conference of Delegates will be held within three 
months, 

On the motion of the Permanent Committee, a vote of thanks was 
passed unanimously for his past work to Dr. Jochelmann, who was 
appointed the official representative of the Russian Central Committee on 
the London Council. | 7 

The Conference closed amid scenes of enthusiasm with an impressive 
address by Dr. Mandelstamm. 

On the day following the Conference a joint meeting of the Committees 
of the local Ito branches *was held, at which some members of the Council 
were present, and after various explanations had been given by Dr. Jochel- 
mann and Engineer Lipetz, the Committee resolved to lend every support 
to the Ito Emigration Regulation Bureau. 

New Territorial groups have been formed at the city of Ryazan, and 
at Yelan, in the government of Saratov. In connection with the Terri- 
torial branch at Byezhitsa, in the Government of Orel, a special group 
of Ito pioneers was formed of able-bodied men willing to do any kind of 
work. 

Next Sunday afternoon, at half-past three, the Herzl Ito Hall will be 
opened at Leeds, by Mr, Paul Hirsch, J.P., a member of the International 
Couneil. on behalf of the Ahm Israel Branch.

Proposed East End Jewish Hospital. 


A few we ks ago a number of foreign Jewish working men formed them- 
selves into a Committee, and as the result of their deliberations a public meet- 
ing was held last Suaday at the Cannon Street Road Synagogue for the 
purpose of establishing a Jewish h spital in the East Eud. The meeting 
was most enthusiastic, and the majority of those present joined the movement. 
The following resolution was carried : 


That the ertablishment of a Jewish hospital in the East End is a great necessity. 
as there is insuflicient accommodation in the geuceral hospitals for the suffering poor ; 
and that this meeting also pledges itself to work for the furtherance of the scheme. 

It was further resolved: 

Thata Jewish hospital “Shilling Fund” shall be ‘introdacad into all societies. 
associations, etc. 

The subscriptions will range from a penny per week. There will be no 
paid collectors, as the Committee themselves will do the necessary canvassing. 
Receipts will be in the form of printed stamps. It has been urged that 
the assembling of Jewish applicants for medical relief and trea ment at 
the Philpot Street Miss on and other conversionist centres is a crying evil, 
and it has been considered that the establishment of a Jewish hospital for 
in-patients as well as out-patients will have the effect of nullifying the efforts 
of the conversionists. 

A Ladies’ Committee has been formed to assist in the work of collecting 
and canvassing, and a preliminary meeting was held recently at the residence 
of one of the members. Mrs. L. A. Levy was elected President, and other 
otticers were also elected pro tem. 

Sunday's meeting was enthusiastic in the extreme. Consider:ng the 
poorness of the locality the financial results accruing from the gathering 
was particularly geatifying. One working man contributed a sovereign as a 
donation, and his practical support encouraged others to hand over their 
mite. The majority of the members are Zionists. There has long been a 
feeling that an inscitution of this nature was much to be desired. The 
progress of the scheme will be awaited with great interest. 


Mr. Horace Cox has just published an interesting illustrated pamphlet 
by Mr. Frank H. Butler, F.R.G.S., entitled “5,000 Miles in a Balloon, 


containing contributions by the Princess di Teano, Lord Northeliffe and 
others. The title indicates the distance which Mr. Butler has traversed 
through the air in the covrse of eighty-one ascents between 1901 and 
October of last year.

Ohildren’s Boot Fund.—One of the most useful of the communal 
charities, which does its work quietly and eff-ctively, is the Jewish Schools’ 
Boot Fand. The annual report just issued is the eighteenth, and the com- 
mittee regret to state that owing to the ever-increasing demands upon them, 
there is again a deficit which they are desirous of seeing wiped out. Various 
boot clubs have been established by the Managers at schools, bat there still 
remains a large class of needy children whose widowed mothers are the 
breadwinners, and a still larger class whose fathers are unable 
to work. Every Monday afternoon in the winter, boots and stockings are 
distributed to the little ones, and last year 2 (88 children were provided with 
boots. A wideares is covered by thedistribution, and in some instances the 
boots are taken to the houses. Teachers and Managers know how all-impor- 
tant is clothing, and particalarly comfortable footgear, to poor children in 
the winter. It is impossible to engage the attention of a pinched and half- 
starved child, shivering in its tattered clothes, and with its cold toes 
probably thrusting themselves through a pair of boots that seem to have done 
service in more than one generation. The sum dealt with last year was £450 
123. 9d., of which £397 93.114. was paid for boots, £5 163. 34. for stockings, while 
£235 1s. 2d. was the repayment of the banker's overdraft. There is an over- 
draft of more than £50 which the Committee are anxious to repay and for 
which they now appeal. |

Since 
its inception the Society has disbursed considerably over &2.000 to hospitals and has 
granted to the poor 9,000 letters of admi-sion to hospitals and other institations, and 
has given over 500 pairs of glasses and about the same number of surgical iustru- 
ments to deserving applicants.

The 
real parallels are so near at hand that it is hard the poor Levitical scape- 
goat should be dragged in from afar.

To the Jews’ College Jubilee Volume the Rev, H. M. Lazarus. B.A..

The latest book issued by the Jewish Publication Society of Ameriea 
(Philadelphia) is Dr. J. H. Greenstone’s “The Messiah Idea in Judaism.” 

The plan of the Maimonides’ volumes contemplated on the Continent 
has been somewhat changed. There will shortly be issued a book dealing 
with Maimonides’ contributions to philosophy and. science. Professor 
Bacher, with others, is responsible for the contents. 

Quite a batch of Hebrew books has been published by Paul Levertoff. 
in Mile End. They are all conversionist in tendeney: One of them is 
a Hebrew translation of Franz Delitzsch’s * Ernste Fragen an die Gebildeten 
judischer Religion.” This is a_ belated effort. Of this,.as of the rest, 
it may be said that Mr. Levertoff would do better to send then to 
Christians. He can hardly expect that any Jew will be found ready to take

Histories Mir. Abrahams also undertook a volume on Judas Maccab@#us 
ior Putnam's.“ Heroes of the Nations” series, but as nothing has been 
heard -) thie mutter tor Vea;rs, the proposal has perhaps heen abandoned 
The same author's little volume on Judaism is, however, expected shortly 
from Constable's, and he is also Jhard ot work on the principal Jewish 
articles in the forthcoming edition of the Eneyclopzedia Britannica. Mr 
Elkan Adler has published two interesting volumes within the last couple 
f years. A third, on the Inquisition Records, has been promised for 
some time, but no appropriate date of publication has as yet been fur- 
nished.. Tne appearance as a serial of bis brother, Mr. Marcus Adler's 
new edition of Benjamin of Tudela is now completed, and its publication 
in volume form may be expected immediately. Two volumes to be pub- 
lished by the Jewish Historical Society are in the hands of the printers, anda 
third we understand is under consideration. Volume 5 of the Tranis- 
actions is due for publication this year. Mr. Albert Hvamson’s History 
of the Jews in England should now be in the hands of readers after but 
a little more delay. The volume in contemplation is one on the Jews 
of Cambridge, by the Rev. Dr. H. P. Stokes, who recently lectured before 
the Society. It is suggested that this. book should form the first of the 
series Of monographs on the local history of .the Jews in this country 
Another volume that has been mentioned in connection with the Society 
is one consisting of documents relating to Jews and the Inquisition in the 
Canaries and in Portugal. Mr. Lucien Wolf undertook to edit the docu- 
ments for the Society, a long time ago, but the promise seems now to 
have been forgotten. We understand that the Jews’ College Jubilee Volume 
is at length on the eve of publication. We hope that no undue delay will 
overtake the three volumes to be published in memory of the late Rev. 8. 
Singer. The volumes are to contain sermons, sermons to children, and 
miscellaneous addresses, respectively. Another book that should soon 
be available is Mr. G. F. Abbott's “Israel in Europe,” half historical, 
half sociological. In addition to the volume already mentioned another 
of Mr. Wolf's is also due. The last of the Biographical edition of the 
Disraeli novels was published more than a year ago. The next, in chrono- 
logical order, “Contarini Fleming.” has been in hand for some _ time. 
Another Disraeli book announced for immediate publication is Mr. T. E. 
Kebbel’s “ Lord Beaconsfield and other Tory Memories.” The publishers 
announce for next month Dr. A. 38. Rappoport’s “The Curse of the 
Romanoff.” It is doubtful, however, whether the book will be ready so 
soon. Another announcement for early publication is the third volume 
of Dr. H. C. Lea’s invaluable History of the Inquisition in Spain. The 
second volume was issued but a short time ago.

Thou, 0 Lord, art He Alone wh» made the heavens, and heaven of heavens. and

As for man, though formad last iu order of time, he yet was destined to ascend in 
the scale of creation, and become first and foremost among all creatures on this earth 
below; for Thou didst make him a little lower thaa the angels, when Thou didat 
endow him with an uaderstandinoe heart and an intelligent soul.

And now how great is the goodness woich Thou hast dealt out 
us this day, when Thou hast inspired with such pious sentiments the 
heart of our Emperor and King, one filled with the spirit of wisdom. 
His Imperial Majesty Napoleon (may his name eodure for ever'). for tho: 
hast raised his throne in honour on high! He has opened his eve to 
deal kindly with Thy people Israel who live in Franca and Italy, realising as 
he does that the changes wrought by time and the vic'ssitudes which we have uuder- 
gone, having allected us and weighed heavily upon us, have beeo hostile to our 
progress and kept us back; they have even hardened our hearts away from the fear 
of Thee, and suffered our steps to slip from the paths of moral equity, from our 
ancient heritage. In coasequence of these thiugs, a spirit of liberality proceeding 
from Thee has supported him, determiniog him to gather us together in one assembly. 
seventy men. according to the number of the Great Sanhedrin. viving us thus his 
glorious patronage, so that we may have the power and permission to step into the 
breach, to lay down the rules and regulations of right conduct for the benefit of our 
brethren Israelites dwelling in all the places under his dominion 

In these Thy marvellons designs with us, ‘) Lord God, Thou hast done great 
things; nevertheless, our hearts tremble, and we are sore afraid, the matter being 
most hard for us, faaring as we do lest (Heaven forbid’; we damage the vineyard of 
the Lord of Hosts; and were it not that we feel Thy aid about us, we should have 
hesitated and stopped short in our task. 

But unto Tnee, O Lord Goi, who inhabitest the heavens, we raise our eves. 
Thou graciously bestowest upon man Knowledge, and teachest unto mortal un:er- 
derstanding: with Theeis the fountain of wisdom, without which man’s boasted 
wisdom is nougatand void. We now present ourselves before Thy Holy Temple, and 
with contrite hearts lay our supplications befo.e Thee On, hide Thy face from our 
iniguities: @ pure heart create within i4, and the proper spirit renew in our midst 

() Lord, God of the spirits of all flesh, whose eyes are open upon all the ways of 
the children of man. behold our desire to do Thy will, to magnify and glorify the 
standard of Thy Torah in the eves of the nations. Therefore, wheu we are assembled

Musical and Dramatic Notes. 


The Leeds Press has recently made enthusiastic reference to Herr 

5 K ung ‘cellist. Hert Kordy was born in 1881 at Arad. 
South Hangery, and while very 
young received tuition at the 
piano, which he abandoned after 
two years for the ‘cello. After 
receiving tuition at the hands of 
his father and other leading Hun- 
garian professors, he came to 
London. There he was noticed 
by the late Mra. Sam. Lewis, who 
recommended him to the Royal 
Academy of Music. payiog his fee 
for the first year’s tuition. His 
early promises of talent were fully 
realised during his six years at 
the Academy, under the super- 
vision of Chevalier Ernest de 
Munck. All the available first 
prizes, certificates and medals 
were taken by young Kordy. 
Leaving the Royal Academy he 
was, at the instigation of Sir A. 
Mackenzie, engaged at the Covent 
Garden Opera House, where he 
stayed for six years, being the 
youngest member of the orchestra 
there. At the suggestion of 
friends he then went on a tour 
round the provinces, appearing in 
Ireland, Wales, Belgium and Hun- 


gary. Later he gave recitals in 
London. His appearance at the Bechstein Hall in 1905 elicited great 


praise from the London Press. The Times, in 189%, remarked that 
Herr Kordy played so well that “there is no reason why he 
should not ultimately become one of the salt of the earth, so far as violon- 
cello-playing is concerned.” Some time ago, when playing at a concert at 
the Crystal Palace, he was introduced by Mr. August Manns to the great 
‘cellist, Klengel, Mr. Manns observing,“ At last, here is an artist who will 
grow up a formidable rival to you.” When Herr Kordy appeared at a 
concert in Badapest, Hungary, the greatest of the world's ‘cello players, 
David Popper, ascended the platform and personally congratulated Herr 
Kordy in the presence of the audience. Herr Kordy’s playing is fall of 
intense artistic feeling. He won the Bonanny Debresa prizes at the 
Royal Academy of Music, which is given to the most brilliant 'cellist of the 
year. The early interest taken in the young ’cellist by Mrs. Lewis developed 
in after years to great friendship. Indeed, Mrs. Lewis was so fascinated by 
his playing that no party at her residenee would be complete without 
him. Herr Kordy has also proved his ability as a composer. Several of 
his compositions have been published. He is the ’cello player at the 
leading hotel in Yorkshire, his father being the musical director. Hearing 
that the young ‘cellist was to play for the first time in public his new compo- 
sition for the ‘cello, entitled “ Rhapsodie Hongroise,” the Grand Central 
Hotel last Thursday was besieged, hundreds being unable to obtain 
admission. The composition, which was beautifully executed, and 
elicited flattering comments from the local Press, is founded on 
old Hungarian fulk songs, and is in the style of Liszt. Herr Kordy’s 
work will shortly be published by a Leipsic firm. Among his 
personal and intimate friends are Goldmark, Edward German and David 
Popper. Local Jewrv is proud of Herr Kordy, who is ever ready to perform 
the solo part of the “ Kol Nidré ” concerto to oblige a coreligionist. 

Miss Sadie Esterman gave a very successful pianoforte solo at a concert 
at Steinway Hall on Monday. 

Miss Hanid Alexander has been awarded by Mrs. Seymour Hicks the £10 
prize for the best rendering of the intermezzo composed by Miss Alice 
Slaughter. The performance was the more creditable, for, apart from the 
fact that she was much younger than the other competitors, she bad only 


seen the music, which had been in circulation some weeks, two days before 
the competition owing to her absence in the provinces. 


Miss Briana Prager will give a pianoforte recital at Steinway Hall on 
Monday evening, the 25th inst. Two years ago, when she was twelve old, 
Miss Prager made a very successfal début. Her performances have been most 
highly spoken of by all the leading daily and musical papers. For the 
coming recital Miss Prager’s programme will comprise thirty-two variations 
by Beethoven, Nocturne in F sharp minor, Scherzo and Polonaise in E flat b 
Chopin, Carneval Mignon by Schiitt, and Caprice Espagnole by Moszkowski.

ia for all. the king hinmeit ryved by the fheld.” Mr. Salaman briefly traced 
the development of the present system of land tenure m Knugland from feudal times, 
and sketehed the evils which arose therefrom so far as 1t applied to agricultural 


ind urban lands. He showed how the people had been driven off the-land, and 
that mow 2,25! persolis owned together almost half the en losed lands of Kngland 
“ices, the remaininye half being owned bv 147,000. It Was ho exappyeration, 
then, to speak of the English as a landless people, for seventy-seven per cent. of 
the-population was urban, and the bulk property less. The landlords of England and 


Wales all told did not exceed 166,000. The anti-Semitic accusation of being a. 


parasitic peopie was therefore as applicable to the English as it was to the Jews. 
Continuing. Mr. Salaman said that it might be thought that, having pointed out the 
evils of private ownership, he was going to advocate some system of Land 
Nationalisation. Nothing was further from his mind. He was not a Socialist, but 
an Individualist, and claimed the right for every individual to do. or refrain from 
doing, just what he pleased, provided, of course, that the exercise of that right 
did not interfere with somebody else’s right. His own wnstinct, backed as 
it was by Hebraic tradition, prompted him to declare without hesitation that the 
basis of their land system must be ownership. That ownership might be limited 
if necessary to occupying or cultivating ownership, but ownership it must be if 
the best work of a man was to go into the soil and the 
hest result to come out of it. Turning to the requirements of 
today. the lecturer said that the miserable material condition of the bulk of the 
Jewish people necessitated that something should be done at once in the direction of 
agriculture, and the community ought to take the matter in hand and devise some 
means of stimulating Jewish enterprise on the soil. He suggested that the direc- 
tors of the Jews’ Orphan Asylum, to whom were entrusted the shaping of the lives 
and characters of children, should make a start by establishing a small school on the 
lines of — the agricultura! | schools in France and Germany. This 
school should be open “to both sexes, for it was absolutely neces- 
sary that the woman should understand all that appertained to 
dairying, poultry-raising and gardening. A friend of his who was greatly interested 
in Land Reform, had bought an estate which he was breaking 4 into small hold- 
ings of five acres each; on each = he was erecting a house suitable for a man with 
a family. He had already built a considerable number of such houses. all of 
which were eccupied, and the tenants as well as the landlords were doing well. Mr. 
Salaman asked him if he would be willing to take a few Jewish boys as apprentices 
by way of experiment, and his friend replied that he would be delighted. He 
offered to keep some houses at Mr. Salaman’s disposal if he could find Jewish 
married men who were willing to take them so that the lads might be lodged in 
Jewish households. The Sabbath difficulty did not exist, for a certain amount of 
work had to be attended to on Sunday, and the lads, in consideration of having 
their Saturdays free, could do the Saturday work on Sunday. Mr. Salaman con- 
cluded by saying that what he had said that evening applied equally to non- 
nationalistic Jews as to nationalists. ‘‘ We must get back to the land, the nationalist 
because he wants to qualify himself for his own country, the assimilator because 
he wants to be a good British citizen. The battle cry of both, then, should be

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Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home Aid Society. 


The annual meeting of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home Aid Society was held 
last Sunday at the office of the Jewish Board of Guardians. Mr. LI. GOLDSTEIN, 
President, presided, and Mrs. H. Wo.rr distributed the certificates of life-governor- 
ship drawn at the last general meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said he was gratihed to report that the Society had been enabled 
to maintain its membership during the past year. Their total income for the period 
was £201, and there was a net increase of five guineas over last year. They had 
handed over to the parent institution the sum of £162. This was gratifying, for 
most charitable societies had suffered as a result of the depression in the East End. 
He was pleased to say that the work of the parent institution was progressing very 
favourably. A perusal of its balance-sheet, however, showed that the support from 
the provinces only amounted to £38 7s. This was not the first occasion on which he 
had spoken of the matter, not only was it the case with their institution, but with 
almost all their charitable organisations. He certainly thought it was time that 
the provinces should be brought to a sense of their duty. He had been thinking 
over the matter, and he had come to the conglusion that various institutions might, 
with advantage, send a paid canvasser to the provinces. This canvasser should 
make it his duty to see the mimster of the town visited by him, and get him to 
h a for the mstitution the represented Meetings in 
the town should be called, and the canvasser should make personal calls. He antici 
pated good results if this were adopted, and he trusted that what he had said 
on the matter would have the effect of waking the provinces up to a proper sense 
of their duty Dhey certainly could not work tor a better cause.
